The small Yorkshires are not so vory 
small and for most Eastern farmers ‘are 
preferred and can be brought to a weight 
of 400 pounas at a year old, while the large 
Yorkshire may often be made to weigh 700 
or 800 pounds, but require two or three 
years to make their full growth. There is 
an advantage in keeping the small York- 
shires pure for use as breeders, crossing 
with sows of some of the large, coarse 
breeds. These latter are more prolific and 
are better milkers, while the small York- 
shire cross, if pure, will impress fineness 
of bone and easy fattening in their pro- 
geny. The cross-bred pigs will make larger 
growth and be quite as easy to fatten as 
the puro-bred pigs, but they will not serve 
as breeders, After the first cross there 
needs to be a return to the full-bred male, 
or the breed will rapidly deteriorate.

EARTHQUAKES. 


mio Disturbances. 
Tn time the coming of the 


its advent {a unheralded, and in spite of 
an immonse amount of study and investi- 
gation not much is actually known about 
it. Tho first really solentifio Inquiry into 
the subject dates from the great catas- 
tropho at Naplos, in 1857, and was institu- 
ted by H. R. Mallet, who laid down the 
outlines of a system for the investigation 
of earthquakes which has formed tho basis 
of all subsequent work in that direction. 
At the samo timo Palmier! ostablished his 
soismometrio observatory on the slopes of 
Vesuvius, and domonstrated the nocesaity 
of spoctal instruments for measuring the 
movements of the soll. Since then, says 
tho New York ‘I'ribune, every earthquako 
of importanoe has been carefully investt 
gated, and the varying phenomena of all 
of them recorded. A continuous improve 
ment tn the instrumonts employed in the 
work has been made, and by means of the 
now selsmograph established at Collegio 
Romano it was possible to observe at 
Romo not only the earthquakes which took 
place in Groeco, India and Turkestan, 
but also to see on March 22 last three dis- 
tinct waves coming from three distinct 
shocks In Japan, ‘They had traveled over 
a space equaling 6 quarter of the earth’s 
circumference at a speed of about 2,750 
yards a second, and were hardly perceptible 
in Italy, though they revealed themselves 
in the delicate tracings of the instrument. 
In the present year a now pendulum has 
been devised and applied by Mr. Horace 
Darwin, of the most refined and precise ac- 
ouracy of registration, It can record and 
measure a tremor of the earth wholly im- 
percoptible to the senses, and may convey 
to the cognition of science testimony of a 
good many earthquakes so dolicate that 
they obtain no popular recognition, 

In studying the distribution of these 


shocks upon the surface of the globe the 
annals of all countries haye come under 
examination, and immense exhaustive 
catalogues have been compiled by H. R. 
Mallet, Alexis Perrey and I'uchs,an d quite 
lately by Orloff and Mushketoff for Russia 
and the adjoining Jands in Asia, Special 
centers, as we are informed by Prince 
Krapotkin in a recent number of the Nino- 
teenth Century, have also grown up for a 
detailed study of earthquakes in South 
Italy, Greece and Japan—espeolally in 
Japan—the land of earthquakes and earth- 
quake studies, where invaluable data are 
collected by sending out all over the coun- 
try scores of thousands of postal cards, 
which are returned every week to the Sois- 
mological Institute with notices of the 
shocks experienced at each spot, It ap- 
pears from all these investigations that 
earthquakes are decidedly more frequent 
during the winter months than during the 
summer, and that thoir frequenvy stands 
in some not fully determined relation to 
atmospheric pressure, ‘Che latter, how- 
ever, is not thought to be a c1use of earth- 
quakes, but a condition tending to break 
an already unstable equilibrium, orlginat- 
ing, according to the theory now generally 
accepted by seismologists, in aqueous ac- 
tion, So much science has determined to 
its own present satisfaction, but new 
theories may displace or modify the old, 

and upon the subject at large the sum total 
of the unknown is left greatly in excess of 
that which is known, Kxperience demon- 
strates without the aid of instruments that 
when there has been one shock another is 
likely to follow it in no long time; so that 
if the city and adjacent territory are thrill- 
ed by another vibration it will be quite in 
the line of precedent, and need not occasion 
any great alarm, particularly if itis as 
light as the one that went before it. 

= Byron tolls of a battle in Spain beneath 
which ‘‘an earthquake rolled unheededly 
away,"’ the recital belng commonly re- 
garded as indicating the desperate valor 
and fury of the combatants, though it 
may also haye borne testimony to the 
lightness of the shock. Of the great \num- 
ber of these agitations which take place 
around the rim of the world the majority 
are harmless, and a good many are so light 
that they are hardly recognized. But, 
taken altogether, they indloate that our 
orb possesses an extremely unstable and 
tremulous pericarp, requiring careful 
watching and the most suarching and sys- 
tematic methods of investigation which 
can possibly bo applied to it. 


A Story of Bismarck. 


A new Bismarck story is told in a Swed- 
ish paper by the old lady who figured in 
it: Fifty-six years ago, when, asa young 
woman, she was sent to Rome with her 
governes’, and was directed to stop on the 
way at Berlin where she had a German 
cousin, astudent, whom she had never 
seen, He moet her at the station and groet- 
ed her affectionately; he was tall, with a 
hoavyy mustache and peculiarly sparkling 
eyes, and for three days they did the town 
thoroughly, visiting all the sights and 
haying a good time. Ho could speak no 
Swedish and sho no German, so thoy talk- 
ed French, which he spoke very well. As 
she was about to go away hoe said: ‘My 
dear coulsn, see here, I must tell you that 
Tam not your cousin. My friend, your 
German cousin, tho real one, is busy pre: 
paring for his examination, and askod me 
to take his place and fulfill your fathor's 
wishes. My namo is Otto von Bismarok.’' 
That wos the end of the adventure. Many 
years after, whon sho was an old married 
woman and Prince Bisinacrk was chancel- 
lor, she again visited Berlin, and sent him 
hor card with a few words written on it, 
Bismarck at onco invited her to the pal- 
ace, where they talked over old times, and 
the chancellor thanked her for enabling 
him to visit the Berlin museums, which 
he never had a chance to seo afterwards,

Bmooth French Swindlers Who F 
Many Dupes Among tho Parislans. 

It js a woll ostablished fact that many 
people who would not be swindled by any 
game wlll allow them- 

solves to be boguiled of their saving by a 
tale of buried treasure, Tho latest ex 
amplo of this came to the attention of ono 
of tho criminal courts of Paris tho other 
day. ‘The acoused swindlors were Pedro 
Baquot, olive of skin and black of hair, and 
Kdouard Antoine, who was pale and red 
hoaded, 

Their modus operand! was beautiful in 
its simpilicty and results. They would 
carefully select some Paris tradesman and 
send him from town in Spain a 
cleverly wordod letter about a mysterious 
box containing 860,000 francs buried for 
political reasons in the cavirons of Paris. 
The swindler, usually a prisoner of state 
in Spain, profossed to know the tradesman 
slightly, and pretended that his daughter, 
thon in a school in Spain, must bo present 
at the discovery of the box, Ho would then 
invite the tradesman to pay tho expenses 
to Paris of the daughter and a servant. 
The daughter would bring with her the 
plans and explanations nocessary to recoy- 
er the troasuro For his reward the 
tradesman would be promised a third of 
the treasure. 

The tradesman in most cases would re- 
ply that he did not know the writer, which 
brought forth a second letter, saying that 
tho ‘Spanish prisoner of state'’ lived for 
some time in the same street with him at 
Paris and was a regular customer. He 
would further explain that he had been 
commissioned to invest the money in 
munitions of war in France, and, hearing 
of his intended arrest, had hidden the trea- 
suro, The second letter would say: ‘'Take 
the Bastile-Charenton tramway and got 
off a ttle before you reach Charenton 
Follow the right-hand sidewalk and you 
will see six benches, It is between the 
fifth and sixth benches that the money 1s 
hidden, ‘lhore are troes and stones by 
which I can indicate more oxactly the 
spot. ‘l'welve hundred franca is the sum 
which will be necessary to take my daugh- 
tor from her pension."’ 

If the 1,200 francs was sent the dupe 
would receive a third letter, demanding 
two or three thousand francs more under 
various pretexts, a favorite one being an 
additional bill of the directross of the 
boarding-school, written on a finely litho- 
graphed lettor-hoad and signed ‘‘La Di- 
rectrice Dolores de las Navas,’’ The game 
would keed on until the victim's funds 
were exhausted, 

The swindlers were caught because they 
had chosen Perpignan as the post-oflice 
when Barcelona grew too warm for them, 
There were half a score of witnesses 
against the swindlers, who had lost all the 
way from 700 to 6,400 francs. One of 
them, Mme, Bouglet, after haying sent all 
her money, received a letter saying that 
the talo of buried treasure was an inyen- 
tion, and that she had better say nothing 
ifshedid not wish to be laughed at. 
Others had spent hours waiting for trains 
which should bring thom the orphaned 
Henriette, who would wear a black dress 
and carry a white handkerchief. 

The swindlers were fined 3,000 francs 
and sentenced to five years in prison, and 
the judgment was ordered printed in ten 
Parisian and twenty provincial journals, 
the judge adding that he had hoped there 
would be fewer fools in consequence,

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ORIGIN OF THE DRIVER'S RULE. 


Why Americans Keep to the Right and 

Englishmon to the Left of the Road, 

In America the rule of the road ia al- 
ways to keep to theright. In England on 
tho contrary, the unwritten law declares 
tha’ the left is the side to be taken. How 
this divergence Is to bo oxplained hag 
puzzled many porsona 

It would be folly to suppose that the 
variation was caused by any roason less 
substantial than real necessity. The Eng: 
lish rule has existed from time immomor- 
ial,and an arbitrary alteration would have 
ocoasioned oxtremo and altogether neodless 
confusion. 

Those who introduced the change into 
this country were tho first sottlers in New 
England—porsons who wore habituated to 
the ancient order, persons who would nover 
hayo dreamed of a reyolt against it, despite 
the rebeMious spirit lurking secretly in 
tholr blood. Thoy made the change for 
tho simple reason that careful driving de- 
mando It, 

Since the time when the Romans built 
their magnificent roadways in‘‘ the furthor- 
most isles of the sea'’ the Britons have on- 
joyod good roads.

The natural and 
most perfect food for the calf is its mother’s 
milk,and when the mother is properly fed, 
the system of the calf will be properly 
developed ; no part of the system will be 
out of proportion with the other parts, I 
it cannot haye the milk to secure rapid 
and perfect growth, it should have other 
foods in addition to meet its wants; and 
then the proper food must be given,as,thav 
adapted to the full grown steer is certainly 
not the best food for the young calf. The 
argument that after feeding will correct 
short or improper feeding of the calf, will 
not do; a standatall or set back in the 
growth of an animal is a loss which is never 
made up, The colt if allowed to get very 
thin while with its dam the first four 
months of its life, will require about one 
year longer to develop a given growth, 
than the one that has had the hest chance 
possible while suckling. Granting then 
that both are shown equal care after they 
have been taken from their dams, 
the one having the best start will 
go to work at three years old 
and be able to perform as much as the 
other at one year older, The lamb that 
grows very thin while suckling becomes 
neither a thrifty nor a desirable sheep, 
The pig that is made a runt by short 
feeding is never 4 profitable animal to the 
owner. Every young animal should be 
fed in such 4 way as to secure thrifty 
growth, and to make thrifty habits a part 
of ita nature, If started with these habits 
it is an easy matter to contiue them; but 
allow an unthrifty condition with a young 
animal for a time, and it is hard to 
overcome, causing loss and aunoyance to 
the owner. The two faults most common 
that cause this are insuflicient food and 
over-feeding. Every thrifty farmer shouid 
prepare to give young stock the best of 
care and attention, He should have feed 
in store, or know where he can get it; 
sometimes good intentions, and a desire to 
do the best that can be done, often cause 
loss from too liberal feeding, ‘This class 
of farmers lose more on this account than 
by scant feeding, A young avimal properly 
fed will give a better return for the food 
consumed than it is possible to obtain 
from an animal after reaching its full 
maturity, In general, the younger the 
animal the greater the return, Yet this is 
one of the hardest facts for the general 
farmer to comprehend, Scant feeding, 
often practiced while waiting for grain or 
other crops to grow, before the feeding 
process begins, will never bring to the 
farmer the profits to be had in an early and 
quick growth, Young animals should 
have all of the proper kind of food that they 
will consume, ted at regular infervals, and 
in such quantities as they will clean up, 
and not overtax the appetite for the next 
feeding. Close attention to what are 
regarded ag the minor points and small 
details, are the conditions of success, 


Uneven Teeth. 

The Farming World calls attention to 
the condition in which the teeth of horses 
are many times found, The molar or back 
teeth in the horse frequently become very 
uneven and sharp their

grinding surfaces in consequence of the 
crusta petoosa, or cement, wearlng away 
too rapidly and often leaving deep cavities 
in the teeth which become filled with food 
and soon prove @ great suurce of annoyance 
by interfering with proper mastication, 

This occure in horses of ail ages, but most 
frequently in old horses. The upper molar 
teeth, being well protected on the outer 
surface with enamel, wear less rapidly than 
the lower ones, Which are protected upon 
the inner side, In consequence of this vhe | 
upper teeth often become very sharp upon | 
the outside, and when the reins ave drawn | 
up the checks are forced on the sharp edges 
which sove wod often lacerated, | 
while the lower ones becoming sharp on the 
inside odges, lacerate the tongue in a 
similar manner.

Baron von Humbolat's Prophecy Kegard+

“In 1853, just before the Crimean war 
commenced, the venerable Baron von 
Humboldt came to London on a very im- 
portant confidential mission. He called 
upon Lord Palmerston and said; *I know 
& war is imminent between England and 
her allies on the one hand and Russia, If 
you will temporize,make diplomatic delays, 
do anything to gain time for a year or two, 
there will mot need to be a war.’ * Why?! 
Palmerston asked, ‘Because Nicholas of 
Russia will die within two years, Tie fatal 
curse of the Romaxoffs is on him, Do you 
not know that a great seeress told Peter 
the Great that no male member of the 
Romanoi.a would ever live to see his 65th 
year?’ ‘But Nicholas is not yet 50,’ 
Palmerston answered, ‘I wish to eave an 
immense flow of human blood,’ said old 
Humboldt solemnly. ‘1 know that the Ozar 


was greatly impressed with Baron Hum- 
boldvs statements, But he could not hold 
his own hand then, France, in view of 
Louis Napoleon’s ready recognition, by 
Palmerston, aud all Europe followed his 
lead, was then ready to take the field, So 
THE CRIMEAN WAR 
had to goon. But Nicholas of Russia died 
within four months of the two years’ limit 
given him by Von Humboldt.” Leaving 
Uhe prophecy out of the question, it isa 
fancy of history that the Ruvsian Czars 
have all died before 65. Alexander ILI.’s 
grandfather, the half insane Czar Paul,and 
the four heads of~ the Romanofie before 
Nicholas ali died before 50, and of the same 
disease that has been so deadly to Alexander 
ILI, Alexander I, av one time Napoleon’s 
great ally, then his enemy, who so aided 
in the downfall of the French empire, died 
when he was 48, of ‘* monomania, border- 
ing on insanity,” says history, Metternich, 
the great Austrian Premier of that date, 
bluntly declares that he was insane, The 
Grand Duke Constantine, who was really 
entitled to the Russian throne, waived his 
fight in favor of Alexander lL He had 
sense enough to be aware that he was not 
mentally fit to rule such an empire as 
Rueeia, He died in his 52nd year of what 
would now be called cerebo-spinal mening: 
itis, The Grand Duke Michael was killed 
in his48th year by a fall from his horse 
while ine fir. He had shown signs of 
madness 0 often that it was o question 
whether it was safe for him to be at large. 
So goes the lovg but never changing record 
of the Romanoffa for two centuries, 
Alexander the IIT. was personally a most 
kindly man and remarkably free from the 
grosser vices. He drank a little red with 
sometimes, but no strong liquors, and ne 
abhorred drunkenness, ae did his father 
before him.

‘Very woll,’’ replied Claus, ‘go ahead. 
I don’t care yat youdo,’’ They went out 
to thelr idle refinery and found that dis- 
use had completely ruined it.

About twenty years ago Spreckels made 
his first voyage to Honolulu, the sourco 
of his sugar supply. He had beaten 
down all opposition in tho United States. 
Spreckels, at this time, wag rolling in 
wealth.

It costs a large sum 
of money to establish a sugar plantation 
on the Sandwich Islands, because every 
foot of land must bo irrigated.

A TAX ON NOBLEMEN. 


An fugenious French Idea to Help Pay the 
National Debt. 
French Marquises, Counts and Barons 
are growing as common As asparagus in 
the month of May. Eyery well-dressed 
man in Paris thinks himself dishonored 
if his buttonholo is not ornamented with 
a decoration of some kind, or if on his 
visiting card his coronet is not engraved. 
Noyer have there been more aristocrats 
in Franco than under the third republic, 
says the San Francisco Post. 
One of the remarkable things about 
this is that the great majority haye no 
right to prefix a title to their names, 
but as the offense is a harmless one, no 
serious objection has been raised so far 
by the authorities. On the contrary, it 
seems as if tho Government were rather 
inclined to countenance titles. Such is 
the opinion of a learned deputy, M. 
Girault, who, when parliament reassemb- 
les, intends to introduce a bill by which 
all noblemen shall be taxed. 
Tho tariff will vary according to the 
degree in the ranks of the nobility select- 
ed by a party in quest of aristocratic 
A prince will be compelled to 
pay the maximuin tariff, a duke will 
come next on the schedule, and all the 
titles will be submitted to an inflexible 
law, which M. Girault has carefully pre- 
pared, and which is destined to amelior- 
ate tho financial condition of the nation 
and fucilitate in years to come the equilib- 
rium of the budget. 
However revolutionary M. Girault's 
plan may appear, none will deny that it 
isa most democratic resolution, for a 
noble title, being anything but an

bluff, pinnacles and rocky points the 
highest, whore the lighthouse is situated, 
being 840 feet above the sea, The whole 
island may be said to be a veritable city 
of the birds, covering their eggs in dense 
colonies, swimming and diving and 
wheeling by thousands through the air 
with shrill incessant cries. The bird 
census there neyer has been taken. 

Besides the murre, which lays the 
marketable eggs, tufted puffins, western 
gulls, three species of cormorants: cas- 
sin’s auklet, the ashy petro and the 
pigeon guillemot breed in large numbers. 

The murre lays one large, pear-shaped 
egg, having about twice the capacity of 
a hen’s egg. This ts curiously and bean- 
tifully marked in many shades of red, 
brown, green, in surprising variation. 
The eggs sell rapidly at twenty cents a 
dozen in the marke and that they are 
considered yaluable as a food supply, is 
evidenced by the fact that one hundred 
and sixty thousand dozen are consumed 
annually. 

In spite of this enormous product the 
birds seem to be almost as prolific as 
ever, although near the close of a season’s 
collecting, many ‘‘runt’’ eggs are found. 

Two men who were left ou Sugar Loaf, 


an isolated rock 185 feet high, collected 
one hundred and eighty thousand

The egzers usualiy consist of twelve to 
fifteen men, who inspect the great rook- 
erles early in the season to see if tho 
birds haye been laying.

This is a time of 
rejoicing for the sea yulls,, who loye to 
feed upon the murre’s 8, and are re- 
lentless pirates, robbing the poor murre 
at overy opportunity of the one egg she 
so jealously guards,

Thoy are clumsy birds 
on land, and when huddled in a caye can 


frequent y be caught by the hand. The 
stench in such places arising from the 
accumulation uano is frightful. The 
gulls not only carry off tho eggs bodily 
to bo broken on some rock and caten at 
leisure, but they will feed upon tho 
young birds; for this reason the parent 


murres show constant anxiety for their 
young. They never leave them alone. 
As soon as they are old enough to take 
to the water thoy aro safo, and the old 
birds may be seen at night in ghostly pro- 
cessions, leading and shoving the little 


imurres over the crags to the sea. 

They have another dread enemy in the 
hawks from the mainland that come by 
scores at certain seasons to prey upon 
them and their young. 

The Greek and Italian eggors are them- 
solves half pirates, trespassing on Uncle 
Sam's islands, and the United States 
f“uthorities have, on o number of occas- 
jlons, forcibly removed thom, only to have 
them return at tho first opportunity. 
One year the eggers sccreted themselves 
in the great Murre Caye, while the 
reveuue cutter Corwin hovered about the 
island for hours. Tho men live in cayes, 
or in tents mado of old sails and spars, 
and with a plenteous supply of macaroni 
and sour wine, they are a contented and 
jo'ly crew. Of course, they may have 
eggs in any style, and fish are very 
plentiful. Besides, though the island has 
no trees and hardly any vegetation, it 
fairly swarms with rabbits. Among 
them are many beautiful  silk-haired 
ones, said to have been placed there by 
the Russians, many years ago, during 
their entrenchment on the mainland, 

One of the most important lighthouse 
Stations on the coast is on the Farallons. 
Several bad wrecks have taken place 
there, and the four or flye lighthouse 
keepers who, with their families, make 
tho island their home, haye to be eternal- 
ly vigilant. Besides the first-class light, 
two improved ‘‘sirens,’’ or steam fog 
whistles are used. Years ago, before these 
were secured, a curious natural siren 
was utilized, In one place the waves 
wash into a cayern and rush through a 
Rwarrow passsage in the rock with such 
forco that a strange moaning sound is 
caused by the escaping air. A large horn 
wa} placed over tho aperture, making un- 
doubtedly the strangest fog horn ever 
in use. It could be heard far out at sen. 

The lighthouse keepers live in substan- 
tial rosidences, from which a_ telephone 
line goes up to the lighthouse. 

A track winds around through the 
rocks from the landing place in Fisber- 
man’s Bay, a car being used to carry the 
oil and Goyernment supplies. 

Old ‘“‘Jerry,"’ the Island’s 
ment mule, is tho propelling power, 
and he enjoys the distinction of being 
the only quadruped, aside from the rabbit, 
on the island. A diet of sea gulls’ eggs 
and years of solitary contemplation have 
made him wondrous wise. When he 
hears the whistle of the Government 
steamer, ‘‘Jorry,’’ he knows his services 
will be demanded to pull the oil car, and 
straightway he beats a retreat and hides 
in some cave until he thinks the danger

It Mas 6,000 Sabscribers and tMas Neen in 
Operation Two Years, 

The telephone newspaper organized at 
Pesth, Hungary, has now been working 
Successfully for two years. It is the only 
newspaper of the kind in the world. It 
is called the Telephone Hirnondo, or 
Herald, costs 2 cents, like a printed paper, 
and is valuable to persons who are unable! 
or too lazy to use their eyes oc who can- 
not read. It has 6,000 subscribers, who 
Teceive the news as they would ordinary 
telephone messages. A epecial wire 168 
miles long runs along the windows of the 
© houses of subscribers, which are connected 
with the main line by separate wires and 
special apparatus which prevents the 
blocking of the syatem by an accident at 
any one of the stations, Within the houses 
long, floxible wires make it possible to 
carry the receiver to the bed or any other 
pact of the robm. 

The news is not delivered as it ha pens 
to come in, but is carefully edited and 
orrauged pecotoing toa printed schedule, 
so that a subscriber at any time knows 
what part of the paper he is going to hear, 
It begins with the nigh telegrams ‘from all 
parts of Europe, Then comesthe calendar 
of events for the day, with the city news 
and the liste of strangers at the hotels, 
After that follow articles on musio, art and 
literature. The staff is organized like that 
of any other newepaper, and is on duty 
from 7:30 in the morning till 9:20 at night, 
After tho copy has passed through the 
editor's hands, for the paper is subject to 
the saine restrictions as ordinary news.

The story of the city of Johannesburg, 
| South Africa, is a story of the power of 
gold in turning an utter wilderness into o 
great and thriving urban community. Less 
1856, the firat dis- 
covery of gold was made in the region 
where Johannesburg is now situated. Just 
can be 
understood from the statement that it lay 
400 miles back from the east const of Africa. 
It was uninhabited by civilized men and 
the track hither was as dangerous as any 
ever travelled by prospectors in any coun- 
try. Buta prospector made the journey 
and found gold-bearing rock, and when the 
find had been explored it was shown to be 
one of the largest and richest the world 
has seen, 


than ten years ago, in 


the kind of region it was then 


For three years, as a matter of 
course, progress was slow, It took time for 
mining men with capital to examine the 
veins and reefs of 
MINERAL BEARING ROOK, 

and so it happened that in 1889 the com- 
munity was a mere mining camp of the 
Rocky Mountain model. There was not a 
building in it more than one story high or 
composed of better materials than slender 
wooden frames with corrugated zinc white 
sheets of iron over them. 

The capitalists who took hold were first 
cautious enough to learn just what they had 
under ground and then enterprising enough 
to bring to their aid the most expert 
engineers and the most modern appliances 
and processes for extracting the metal from 
the ores, The result was an extraordinary 
yield of gold per ton of rock from the 
very beginning and an aggregate yield that 
is stupendous, The figures of the aggreg- 
ate yield are not at hand, but during the 
month of June of the present year the 
output amounted to 200,941 ounces—say 
$3,000,000. 

The building of a city where acamp had 
been set up was no small task. The place 
was 400 miles from port, aod the route 
was of the roughest. Hardware and other 
materials had to be hauled in ox carts a 
journey of forty days and more, How the 
price of

for instance, grew during euch a journey 
the people of the far west camps can guess, 
But the nails were brought, and so were 
all the ocher things needed, And so to-day 
there is found a city of banks and mercan- 
tile houses of cut stone and brick, a great 
stock exchange, two theatres, hotels fit for 
millionaires, street railways—in short, 
everything for the cenvenient transaction 
of business and for the comfort of life is 
found there. 

Last of all has come arailroad, ‘a monu- 
ment to the perseverance and resolution of 
one man—President Kruger,” The enter- 
prise was fraught with many difficulties, 
but in June last regular trains began to 
run. 

The town itself numbers 40,000 inhabit- 
ants, besides the 30,000 and more men at 
work in the mines and prospecting for more 
mines in the country roundabout, And 
now that the railroad has assured a market, 
agriculturists are flocking to the region to 
teke advantage of the rich eoil and favor- 
able climate of the lransvaal. 

In the far weat one may find towns some- 
what like Johannesburg, but if one may 
believe in the stories told by travellers 
there is nothing in the world to equal what 
has been accomplished by the citizens of 
this newest South African city.

small life, are far from prosaic. To the 
student the oyster is known asa bivalve 
mollusk, In eating raw oysters nearly 
everyone has noticed that one of the shells 
{s flat and the other is deeply concays, and 
doubtless he has made use of the latter as 
a natural saucer from which to drink the 
juice, Those shells are the only protection 
tho oyster has against a host of enemies. 
‘They aro formed by annual layors, ranged 
ono upon another and hung together by a 
tough, rubbery ligament or hinge. 

Thore are doubtless a score of creeping 
and crawling things which destroy the 
osyters. Three of these are very well 
known and cause annually vast losses to 
the oyster planters by their inroads on the 
beds. First in the order of destructiveness 
comes the star-tish, He is a born pirate, 
and his family increase so fast that the 
drodgers cannot exterminate them, though 
they drag up and sling ashore to die thou 
sands cach day. Tho starfish sucks out tho 
oyster, and it takes him very few minutes 
to do it, after he has caught him with 
his capacious confiding mouth wide open. 

The winkles operate differently. With 
tneir big horny feet they grasp the whole 
bivalve shell and all, and then by a power- 
ful contraction of the muscles crush the 
shell as if it were paper. ‘Then they eat 
Mr. Oyster at their leisure. 

The most patient and smallest of the 
oyster-killors is the drill. This minute crea- 
ture lives in a pointed shell similar to that 
of the winkle, but less angular. It does 
not grow toa length of more than two 
inches at most, but makes up in persist- 
ence what it lacks in size and strength. 
Crawling along the sea bottom, it comes 
upon a fat oyster, which, immediately be- 
coming aware of its enemy, suddenly 
closes its hospitable shell. This does not 
dishearten the small visitor. He had no 
hopes of making so easy an entrance. He 
would be as disconcerted to find an oyster 
with its mouth open as an expert cracks- 
man would be to have the front door opened 
by the servant when he was planning to 
forco tke cellar windows, 

Mr, Drill calmly fastens on the upper 
shell of the oyster and begins to bore. 
Down below the frightened occupant ot the 
shell hears the fatal grinding and often 
add3 a new layer of inside shell to bafile 
the borer. But nothing will stop the 
drill. Day by day he will deepen the tiny 
hole until at last he breaks through and 
and drains the life fluid of the agonized 
oyster. A smooth round hole, no bigger 
than the head of a pin, is all that is left to 
tell tho story,and many a half of a scallop, 
clam or oyster shell you find upon the 
shore ls marked with this tell-tale porfora- 
tlon, 

Oysters are hermaphroditic, and each 
indtvidual produces {ts eggs within its own 
shells, and in the summer months these, a 
million or more, are discharged and float 
off on the tide. Hundreds of fish greedily 
devour the spat or spawn, and scientists 
assure us that only one egg out of each 
million escapes destruction and ripens into 
a full-sized oyster. This is wholly an accl- 
dent, too, that the one is sound. It catches 
on some rock or shell or timber, and fast- 
ening there, begins its real life. 

Thus it will be seen there is an enor- 
mous waste in the natural scheme of re- 
production, Wis by counteracting this 
waste that the bulk of the money has been 
made in the oyster business. When oyster- 
men speak of artiflojal cultare they only 
mean the providing of some sultable rest- 
ing place whoreon the floating spat may 
lodge and grow. ‘This 1s accomplished in 
the Carolinas, where this 1s rapidly becom- 
ing the chief industry on account of tho 
facilities offered by its shoal sounds and 
bays, by sinking bundles of brush all along 
the bods. ‘The drifting seed oysters catch 
on tho twigs, fasten and grow. Gradually 
the wood rots and thely weight carries 
them to tho bottom, where they soon form 
a compact bed. A very slight capital ts re- 
quired to set and watch tho seed-catchers, 
and the state furnishes tho beds at a nom- 
inal cost to any one who will keep them 
under active cultivation, Stones of not 
too great size make good spat-catchors, 
and are often used where they are more 
eusily obtained than brush, 

In Connectiout, where the oyster busl- 
ness has been an active one since Colony 
days, when the firet fishormon's huts wore 
bullt on the Fairhaven shore, the dricd 
shells from which the oyster have been 
eaten are used ontiroly to plant the bods, 
The surface of these half shells boing 
rough offora a botter resting place than 
either stones or wood, and boing so light 
thoy aro easlor to dredge when tho osytors 
are grown. ‘This schomo was the idea of 
Capt. William Merwin, the retired yeteran 
planter of Milford, who has mado a fortuno 
out of this business, 

Since tho firat oxperiments proved such 
& groat success tho shells became at once 50 
sought after that the price advanced rapid- 
ly and to-day good first quality sholls are 
worth 50 conts a bushol. Thore is no such 
noceasity as that of planting tho spawn. 
That is floating by the millions across the 
beds, It is merely a question of catching 
and sowing it. 

New York consumes most of the small- 
sized oysters in proforence to the groat fat 
follows, which are shipped by the carload 
to the Wost. Owing to the bad effect that 
the motion of the train has on them they 
aro nover in the beat of condition whon re- 
colved. It 1s safe to say that no Wosterner 
gots a tasto of a real oyster at its bost until 
ho comes to the coast. Tho sea yoyages 
do not appear to injure thom, and those 
sont to England well packed invariably 
arrivo in good order, Z

metnod| Used in Making Gola Lear, 

Philadelphia Item: The process by which 
gold is nado into thin leaves is called gold 
beating. As yet the use of machinery for 
this purpose Is yery Iimited, nearly all gold 
leaf being beaten by hand. 

First, tho gold is cast into oblong ingots 
about three-fourths of an inch in width, 
and weighing two ounces each, Those in- 
gots are placed between polishod steel roll- 
ers and flattened out into ribbons of about 
1-800th of an inch inthickness. Theso rib- 
bons are softened by the heat and cut into 
pieces one inch square. 

One hundred and fifty of these plecos are 
placed betwoon vellum leaves, ono ploce 
above the other an:l the entire pile is in- 
closed in adouble parchment caso and 
beaten with a sixteen-pound hammer until 
tho inch pioces are extended to four-inch 
squares. ‘They aro then taken fram the 
case and each square is cut into four 
ploces; the pleces thus obtained are then 
placed bewteen gold beaters’ skin—a deli- 
cate mombrane prepared from tho large 
intestine of the ox—mado into piles, in- 
closed In a parchmont case, and again beat- 
en, but with a hammer of lighter wolght. 

Still the leaves are not thin cnough, and 
once more cach leaf is cut into four piccos 
and again beaten. This last quartering and

beating produces 2,400 leaves, out of tho 
thickness of nn inch, Gold is so malleable 
that it is possible to obtala a still greater 
dogree of thinness, but not profitably. 

Those thin leaves aro taken up with 
wood pinchovs placed on a cushion, blown 
out flat, and carefully cut Into squares 84 
inches tn size, The squares are placed be- 
twoon the leaves of paper books, which 
nave previously been rubbed with red 
chalk to prevent adhosion of the gold, each 
paper book contalaing twenty-five squares 
or leaves of gold; and in this form tho leaf 
is sold not by weight, but superficial

Z roaselenlant was the doctrine of Zoro- 
aster, Who lived about 500 B.C. It was 
the prevalont religion in Persia for many 
centuries, and still lingers among the 
sun and fire worshippers of that country. 

The Hussites took their ne from 
John Huss, who was born in 1873, andwas 
burned in 1415. They weére also celled 
Bethlehumites from the church of 
Bethlehem, in Prague, of which Huss was 
the pastor. 

The Lutherans tuok their name from 
Mertin Luther, who was born 1483, and 
died in 1545, At first the name was used 
as aterm of ridiculo, but was adopted by 
those to whom it was applied and soon 
became a serious designation, 

The Mormons received this name from 
the book of Mormon, which was claimed 
by Joseph Smith to be a revyolatton to 
himself. They themselves reject the 
name, and call themselves ‘‘The Church 
of the Latter-Day Saints of Jesus Christ.’’ 

The Pharisees mentioned in the New 
Testament took their name from the 
Hebrew word meaning separated. They 
wers so called because they considered 
themselves better than the other people 
ofthat time and separated themselves 
from them. 

The Libertines, a religious body of 
Holland, were so called from the fact 
that they asserted that men could not do 
wrong when following the dictatos of 
nature. Their peculiar doctrine led them 
into all manner of excesses, and finally 
secured their suppression by the Goyern- 
ment, 

The Waldenses, a religious sect, were, 
it is believed, named from the German 
word Walden, ‘‘a forest,’’ though some 
think that the deriyation is to be found 
in Valois, a province where they pre- 
dominated. The former is generally pre- 
ferred, as their religious meetings were 
held in the woods. 

Tho Shakers had thelr peculiar desig: 
nation glyen to them in derision. During 
the religious excitemonts which were en- 
couraged by thelr form of worship, 
members of this sect often fell into con- 
yulsive tremblings, sometimes ending in 
partial or total unconsciousness, and this 
singular phenomenon gaye a name to the 
sect, ; 

The Friends, or Quakers, at first called 
themselves ‘‘Seekers,’’ from their asser- 
tion that they sought the kingdom of 
heaven in the same manner as it was 
sought by Nicodemus. They were called 
Quakers in ridicule because Fox, thelr 
founder frequently bade his _ hearers 
“quake and tremble at the word of the 
Lord.” 

The word monk and monastery aro de- 
rived from the Greek word monos, mean- 
ing “‘alone.'’ A monk, in the proper 
sense of the word, Is one who dwells en- 
tirely alone, and monasteries, properly 
speaking, are establishments in which 
each individual has a cell or dwelling to 
himself, and had little or no Communica- 
tion with the others of the same society. 


The Wesleyans were named frém John 
Wesley. They were called Methodists in 
derision because Wesley and his compan- 
fons methodized their time in order to 
conseryo it and do the more work. In 
England the Primitive Methodsts are 
caled ‘‘Ranters.’’ from their habit of 
preaching on the streets or in public 
places or wherever they can get an audl- 
ence, 

The Fifth Monarchy men formed a re- 
ligous sect that ©::ang up in the days of 
Charles I. of England. They were so 
called from tho fact that they asserted 
that in tho last days the four anciont 
monarchies, the Assyrian, the Porsian, 
the Babylonian and the Roman, would 
be restored, and to them would bo added 
ao Christian monarchy or fifth monarchy, 
of which Christ would be the king. 

Of tho Franciscan Friars there wore 
two orders, one called tho Observant 
Friars, because of thoir rigidity in obsory- 
ing the original rules laid down by the 
founder, the other the Conyontional 
Friars, who allowed some degree of froo- 
dom in interpreting the law. Tho Fran- 
ciscan order had two offshoots, the Capu- 
chins, so called from tho capuce, or hood, 
that they woro, and the Cordoliers, Who 
had their name from the knotted rope or 
cord which they wore in plisoe of a girdlo,

tion meant as nearly as possible ‘‘of its 
kind,’’ and the expression ‘‘kindly fruits 
of the earth,’ meant ‘‘the fruits of the 
earth cach after its kind.’’ 

Tho Latin word from which pagan ts 
derived originally moant a fountain or 
spring; then the yillage which sprang up 
around it, and finally the residents in 
the village. As Christianity took strong 
root at first in the large centers of popu- 
lation and the worship of the pagan dei- 
ties lingered longest in the country and 
among the country villages, it came to 
be understood that a pagan or yillager 
was, in virtue of his residence, a wor- 
shipper of tho old gods, and thus the 
term acquired its present significance. 

The word baffled now hasa meaning 
entirely different from that applied to it 
800 years ago. It is now understood to 
mean thwarted, foiled, or disappointed, 
but then it was applied to the process of 
degradation by which a knight was dis- 
graced, A baffled knight was one who 
had been pronounced guilty of conduct 
unbecoming one of his order and had ac- 
cordingly been shorn of his plumes, his 
sword was broken beforo his eyes, his 
knightly robe torn away, his spurs cut 
off with a cleaver, and after being pub- 
licly chastised he was declared to be 
baffled. The word is used in this sense 
by Shakespere and other writers of that 
time.

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DEATH OF JOHN PRICKETT, 
Few events have cast a deeper gloom over 
the community or elicited more general 
expressions of sincere regret than the eudden 
| removal of John Pr tt, one of the best 
| known citizens of Deseronto, who on Sunday, 
Oct, 6th, was the unfortunate victim of a 
drowning uccident. It appears that on Sun- 
day shortly after 11 a.m, he with his two 
sors Ernest and Joseph act out from town 
in aemull sailing ekifi ond after a pleaeant 
sail reached the North Fredericksburg shore 
atthe epot where lics the wreck of the 
Quinte. Here the fittle party remained 
about an hour anda balf and then decided 
to proceed to the Bogart farm. While 
sailing along the dog was in the boat andit 
Was thrown out that it might follow along 
the ehore, Thivit did tor some time but 
after going some distance it turned about 
and returned to the spot, about one hundred 
yards south of the Quinte, whence they 
had started. Landing at the Bogart farm 
Ernest and Joseph went after eome hickory 
nuts and held some conversation with the 
manager of the farm, Aftera stay of over 
en hour both returned tothe boad, Their 
father told them that they might remain 
there for some time longer aud he would go 
after the dog, When they reached the top 
of the hill they looked back and eaw him 
sailing olong all right. This was their last 
view of him alive, After an absenco of two 
hours they returned to the shore but their 
father was not there os they ex- 
pected he would be. As Mr, 
Prickett had epoken about going up _to 
Haff’sdock Eraest told Joseph to go up 
there and ece if his father was in that 
direction and if so for both to return to the 
Bogart farm shore, Erneat walked along 
the shore for some distance and then waited 
for his brother who in half an hour returned 
with no tidings of his father. Both of them 
started out along the shore in the direction 
of the wreck of the Quinte. By thie time 
it was beginning to get dark, They were 
alittle over two hundred yards from the 
Qainte when they discerned the boat which 
was by the shore about fifty yards eonth of 
the wreck of the Quinte. The dog wasin 
the boat, but thers was no sign of their 
father, Both boys then had misgivings 
that something serious had happened, They 
looked slong the shore, and thinking that 
possibly, their father had met with an 
accident or perhaps fallen asleep, they 
searched the wood and called out loudly 
and frequently, All wos in vain—there 
Was no answer and no eigns of him could be 
found. There remained the possibility of 
his having taken passage with some passing 
friend to Deseronto and the two sons took 
their boat and hastened back to Deseronto, 
Mr, Pricket, wes not at his home and no one 
had seen him about town. Volunteers soon 
offered their services to go over and institute 
a search of the locality near where the boat 
was found. Wm, Hatch kindly and 
Fromptly offered the use of his steam yacht, 
With small boatsin tow it was not long 
before the party arrived on the other shore, 
Some searched the woods and others com- 
menced to grapple in the water. About 
10:45 p. m, and after ten minutes grappling. 
Thos. Alexander ard Wm, Gowan who were 
in one of the buate, brought the body of the 
unfortunate man to the eurface. The body 
was tound about twenty feet from the shore 
and a like distance from the Quinte in about 
thirteen feet of water. The party brought 
the body to Deseronto and Dr, Yeomans, 
coroner, was summoned, but did not deem 
an inquest necessary as it was evident that 
deuth was the result of an accident, It is 
conjectured that Mr, Prickett may have 
attempted to take the dog aboard while it 
was swimming and that inthe effort the 
craft lurched and he fell over-board, Others 
think =that he may have been trying to 
adjust the foresail and that in doing 
this he fell into the bay. However the 
exact way in which he met kis death must 
ever remaina mystery. The grief of his 
wife and family was most intense and heart- 
rending, 

John Prickett was a native of Larenny, 
Co. Pembroke, Walee, whcre he was 
married. He came to Canada about twenty- 
four yearaago and settling in Kingston he 
was employed in the Kingston locomotive 
works and algo in the Ontario foundry, He 
went from King-ton to St. Catharines where 
he remained for some time, subsequently 
returning to Kingeton, Twelve years ago 
he came to Deseronto where he had been em- 
ployed ever since as foreman of the ex- 
tensive blackemith shops of the Rathbun 
Company. He wasa very skillful mechanio 
always imparting a great deal of energy to 
his work, He wat a member cf the 
Amelgamated Society of Engineers, He 
was also at one timo connected with the 
Sons of England. He was aP, OC. R, of 
Deseronto Court of Independent Foreste:s, 
and anactive worker in that great order, 
He was always happy and cheerful with a 
friendly smile for all comers, His quick, 
active figure was one of the most familiar on 
the streets of Deseronto, He is survived by 
hia wife and eight children, viz: William, 
of Omaha; Mrs, J. M, Yordon, of Fort Plain 
N. Y. ; Ernest, of the G, J. R. shops Belle- 
ville, and Kate, May, Lillie, Joseph and 
Nellie at home with their mother, 

The funeral. which was under the 
auspices of Court Deseronto, TO; Ey; 
| took place on Tuesday afternoon and was 
attended by a great concouree of citizens, 
Religious services were conducted at the 
house by Rev, J, H, Coleman, The pro- 
cession was then formed, The members of 
Court Deseronto, seventy in number, 
marched ahead of the caskct, and at their 
head was tho Citizens’ Band which had 
turned out asa mark of respect to one who 
had been a firm friend of the organization, 
A number of employes of the @.

doclare that incubators have already been 
the means of saying the lives of 100 in- 
fants in New York. In fact, the new-born 
baby who under old-fashioned methods 
has no chance of living, now, if put in an 
incubator, stands about an even chance of 
becoming a healthy, crowing youngster. 
Baby incubators are nowin use in two 
hospitals of the metropolis, the Post- 
Graduate hospitals on Kast Twentieth 
street, and the Maternity hospital of the 
Women's Medical college on East Fifteenth 
street. A bright young woman, witha 
sweet face and modest ways, is in charge 
of the babies at the Maternity hospital. 
There is a room in the third story there, a 
room with a great window which lets in 
plenty of light and overlooks the tops of 
the trees in Stuyvesant Park. Around 
the walls are four cribs of from ten to 
twelve fect in length. In two of these 
there y ere threo little lamps. You discoy- 
er that these lumps are alive and breath- 
ing Thoy are very small and delicate and 
dainty and pink. ‘They are babies sure 
enough—any man could tell that, but no- 
body would ever think they are incubator- 
raised. <A cosier place for a baby could not 
be imagined. Here the embryo citizens 
haye every opportunity the world affords 
to hold on to life and to grow healthy and 
strong, whilo in the tenements where their 
parents live the lives of the frail little 
things would have been snuffed out in less 
than a day after thoy first saw tho light. 
Tho incubator is used only for promaturely 
born bablos and for babies which are so 
weak that the wise young woman doctors 
aro pretty sure thoy will die if left in the 
open alr. Strangely onough, tho incuba- 
tor is shapod something like a coffin, while 
its particular aim is to keep babies out of 
coftins. There are two kinds of baby in- 
cubators and they differ somewhat in con- 
struction. The babies are taken out of the 
incubators at Maternity hospital to get their 
nourishment directly from thelr mothers, 
who live in the building, but the mother 
of tho baby In tho Post-Graduate hospital 
may not sen her offspirng from one week's 
end to another, Thoreforo the youngster 
must bo fed by artificial means and, after 
much experiment and study, the doctors 
have comple an incubator by means of 
which the baby is nourished without belt 
removed from its snug little nest. The

they seek remedies for his indisposition. 
This is the truest method they have of 
ascertaining tho baby’s progress, and, 
therefore, the greatest care is taken that 
its clothes shall always be of the same 
weight, as two or three ounces is a consid- 
erable increase for a young man or woman 
whose aggregate weight is only six, seven 
or eight pound. About 10 per cent. of 
the ‘‘‘incubator’’ babies have lived, and 
at least 560 per cent, of these would have 
died but for the incubator. The incubator 
which will bein tho babies’ ward of the 
new building of the Post-Gratuate hosp!- 
tal is a great improvement on that at the 
Maternity hospital, although it lacks the 
sentimental surroundings of the one in 
charge of the young woman doctors. In 
this improved affair the patient will not 
have +o be once lifted from his snug nest 
from the time he is placed inside until he 
becomes strong onough to be removed with 
safety. Tho incubator is set upon bicycle 
wheels, so it may bo moyed about when- 
eyer desired. Tho fresh alr 1s heated by 
passing between two strata of hot water, 
rises up both at the head and the foot of 


‘the matross and is kept in motion by an 


aluminum fan run by clock work, thus 
preventing any possibility of the little pa- 
tient’s suffering for want of air. ‘Thero is 
also o tubo for the supply of oxygen, liber- 
al quantities of which are good for .babies 
who aro banging on to life by the merest 
thread, andit is belloved this improvement 
will saye a great many liyes that would 
haye been lost in the old incubator. By 
means of a cleyer mechanical deyice the 
weight of the baby is always registered, so 
that the physician may discover the slight- 
est variation atany time, Infants_are sub- 
ject to tubercular disease, which doyelope 
before the doctor knows what is the mat- 
ter, Ofcourse, tho incubator must be 
opened in order to feed the baby its artifi- 
clal food, but by means of a deft sli 
of tho covers the entrance of any cold air 
from the outside is pr vented, The tom- 
porature of the inside of the incubator is 
kept as near ninety-dogroos as possible. 
The Post-Graduate hospital gets more sub- 
jects for incubators than the Maternity

Almost everyone enjoys a good dinner ; 
but half the pleasure is gone for the house 
keeper when she stops to reflect on the} 
clearing up of the feast. Someone has 
said, **Lhere is a great deal of sentiment 
about a good dinner ; and if it comes onto 
the table in perfect order and is relished by 
those who sit at che board, there 16 4 par- 
donable pride in the achievement ; but 
there is neither romance, poetry, sentiment 
nor pride in clearing up the remains, 1b 
putting away the food and in washing the 
dishes,” 

It should not be considered necessary to 
make the Sunday dinner an elaborate meal. 
The soup, desserts, cakes and similar 
things could be prepared the day before, 
leaving only the meat to be broiled and 
the vegetables cooked on Sunday. Have 
a good pot of cooked beans, some tooth- 
some loaves of rye or Indian bread and a 
roast of beef to be cut cold, all cooked on 
Saturday. This will save hours of hard 
work, and when one has become accustom- 
ed to it, it goes justas well, The women 
of the household may then have a long 
pleasant afternoon in which to read or 
vieit or whatever suits them best, and be 
better able to take up the old week day 
routine of duties on Monday. 

The Sunday evening meal is usually a 
cold one, with a hot beverage of some kind 
to render it palatable, It 18 a good plan 
never to leave the dishes standing until 
next morning or leave the tidying up oi the 
kitchen for Monday, because thau day 
generally brings with it the allotted amount 
of labor with no time for unusual work. 


Household Notes. 

In frying oggs, if the vessel containing 
the eggs be covered, the eggs will not be 
hard and dry. 

A milk shake is more easily digested 
than milk drunk without the aerating pro- 
cess. The shaker is nothing more nor less 
than a tall tumbler mado of tin instead of 
glasa, which fits over the top of a glass 
tumbler so that the contents of the glass 
can be shaken vigorously without spilling, 

If you are so unfortuvate asto spill grease 
on the floor, pouf some cold water on it at 
once,as this will cool it quickly and prevent 
it from soaking into the boards, If washed 
up With strong potash water,after scraping 
otf the surface grease, it willabsorb the 
rest. Put on witha handled mop, on no 
account touching it with the hands, as it 
will take off the skin quickly. 

Cold boiled rice toasted till the surface 
is charred is just as good as powdered 
charcoal for sour stomachs, and much 
more palatable. Rice, by the way, is still 
badly cooked in most homes outside of the 
Orient and the Southern States. It is 
the only kind of food that should be boiled 
hard. The rice neede to be washed several 
times, and the best way is to putitin a 
fine strainer and Jet the water run through 
from the cold water faucet till the rice is 
perfectly cleap, Then put it into water 
that is boiling hard, without any salt (no 
rice-eating nation salts rice), and keep the 
water boiling furiously, A cup of rice 
will cook in about thirty minutes, but iv 
is easy to see when it is cooked by taking 
up a grain or two. Now andethen to 
prevent any rice sticking to the bottom of 
the dish, stirit up lightly from the bottom 
with a wooden spoon. The rapid boiling 
keeps the grains separate, and it as, s00n 
as tender therice is drained into a colander 
and set over the stove to let steam dry off, 
every grain will be found whole and 
delicious, The pasty mass served in most 
homes for rice is an insult to this delicious- 
ly delicate food. Save the water drained 
from the rice: it is rich in starch, and 
makes a good foundation for a light soup 
such a8 cream of rico, Remember, in 
boiling rice, to boil it hard and to keep it 
supplied with water, nnd when stirring 
merely to loosen the bottom grains, 


Recipes. 
Apple Castard.—Pare, core, and stew 
six apples until fine and add half a cup 
sugar, Beat three eggs very light, add 


half cup of sugar and one and a half pints 
of milk, Stir well and add the apples, Stir 
again, pour into & baking pap and bake a 
few minutes until custard is set. If liked, 
a little nutmeg may be grated over it. 
This is a nice dessert, and is quickly pre- 
pared and may be olassed among the 
emergency desserts, 


Chili Sauce. —Remove the skineg from a 
peck ofripo tomatoes, and peel eight onions. 


Chop the whole fine, and put over the fire 
in their juice in a porcelain kettle, to cook 
for half an hour, Then strain through o 
sieve and add a pintof vinegur, a table 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon, allspice 
and black pepper, and a teaspoonful of 
cloves, 
hours, until quite thick, stirring it 
frequently. Ae itis taken from the fire 
add a tablespoonful of ground mustard, o 
teaspoonful of cayenne pepper, two 
teaspoonfuls of ground ginger and two 
tablespooniuls or more of salt, according to 
the taste. Use perfectly clean, sound 
bottles, cork tightly, and seal. 


French rolls,—Take one quart of now 


milk, one teacup of yeast, one quart aud 
one pint of flour, When this sponge is light 
work ina well-beaten ogg and two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter, with one tea- 
#poonful of sult, half ao teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in hot water, one tablespoonful 
of white sugar, and enough white flour to 
make a soft dough. Let this dough atand 
four hours; then roll out into round cakes 
and fold over or shape into balls, Set 
these closely together in the baking-pan ; 
let them riso one hour, and just before put- 
ting them inte the oven cut deeply across 
each ball with o sharp knife. hie will 
make the cleft roll—so familiar in French 
restaurants, Bake half an hour,

HARD ON CANADIAN HAY. 
«« Canadian hay differs in quality as much 
as does English, Irish or Scotch hay,” said 


of London's Jargest cartage firms. I had 
heard that Canadian hay is not fed to 
gentlemen's horses, and enquired of the 
manager why it was not? I was informed 
that the most likely reason is that the 
samples presented for inspection are not as 
a rule satisfactory. Servants, aga rule, 
have not a name for economizing in the in- 
terest of their masters, consequently there 
is, in many instances, collusion between 
servants and hay dealers, and an exceed- 
ingly bad looking sample of Canadian is 
shown the ‘*master,” and of course in- 
structions are given to feed English hay to 
his horses. ‘There are some cases, however, 
in which servant and hay dealer chorge 
English hay prices but feed the horses 
with Canadian hay. 
TOO HIGH IN PRICE. 


Hay markets are scattered over London, 
and one of the principal ones is to be 
found in Whitechapel, High street. 
Messrs. James Gingell, Son & Cruickshank, 
of 114 High street, deal largely in Cana- 
dian bay. 

‘©Your hay in Ontario,” said Mr. James 
Gingell, “is too high priced for us over 
here. Why, we are only paying 70s,.ex- 
ship, or about $14 of your money ; but the 
hay we are paying that price for comes 
from Quebec, so you will see *e could not 
touch Ontario at prices asked now, 

«* We were afraid our hay crop in this 
country would be much under the average, 
but we've been fortunate in getting rain in 
fairly goo! quantities, and it has resulted 
in bringing out a second crop of hay. 
“Canadian hay,” said Mr. Gingell, ** as 
a general rule, comes very well packed, 
and the quality is also generally excellent. 
To make a profit on Canadian hay it must 
be purchased cheaply. Ithink our home 
crop is sufficiently large #0 as to keep down 
the price.” 

Mr. Dean,of Messrs, Gardner & Gardner, 
94 High street, Whitechapel, said, in 
speaking of the pool which he had heard 
has been formed by Canadien hay dealers, 
“Gf they. think to keep up prices under the 
belief that the hay crop in thie country is 
short I think they will find that the change 
in our weather of a few weeks ago has con- 
siderably changed the outlook from the hay 
importing point of view. I think there will

Lhe Obligations That Parents Owe to the 
Little Ones In Thotr Care.

It Is the right of overy child that his 
quostions should hayo satisfactory answe 
so far as possible, Yot, how often aro thoy 
anubbod and silenced whon their questions 
chance to Interfere with tho comfort of 
oldor pooploy What other way have thoy 
for gaining tho information that is to 
make them intellgiont, observing, think 
ing mon and womens 

It la tho right of every child to bo ox 
ompt from toasing in the home Why do 
so many parents thoughtlossly allow so 
much noedloss pain to be given to sonsitivo 
little ones by those who do not understand 
the nature of a child? 

It is the right of every child, as he grows 
oldor, to have a good supply of reading 
mattor Intelligontly and judiciously selcob 
od. Tho old copy books used to toll us 
“Naturo abhors o yacuum,’’ and, if tho 
minds of our children aro not stored with 
tho beautiful thoughts to bo gleaned from 
history, pootry, blography and good fiction, 
thoy will suroly bo filled with something 
loss worthy. 

It is tho right of every child to be allow- 
ed regular attendance at school. It is 
claimed that it is seldom the child of the 
poor Irish or German laborer or of tho 
widowed mother attonds school more than 
twoor three daysin tho week. Thoso 
children are taught to realize the need of 
a good education,and are usually the most 
diligent and persevering in trying to ob- 
tain it; and tho children of well-to-do pa- 
rents certainly havo a right to the samo 
care on tho part of their parents. 

The child has aright toa placo of his 
own, to things of his own and to surround- 
ings which have some relation to his sizo, 
his desires and his capabilities. 

The child has a right to more justice in 
his discipline than we are gonerally wise 
enough and patient enough to give ibm. 

The child has a right to expect ex- 
amples. Ho lives in the sonses, ho can 
learn only through object lessons, and we 
must not expect our children to bo better 
than the oxample which we ovrsolyes sat 
them. No, not even as good, yet we de- 
mand perfect obodien:o, truthfulness and 
other virtues which we often fail to oulti 
yato in ourselves. 

Tho child has a right to be taught 
habits of economy and self-denial by being 
allowed a certain amount of pocket 
money. Let him learn it, if possible, and 
be it ever so little, the fact of its being his 
own will givo it a special charm; and if 
taught to spond it wisely, and to save and 
invest it when possible, with the little ac-

Grass is the most favorablo crop that can 
bo grown, from tho fact that tt requires 
but little capital, labor or machinery, 

‘Thus it would appoar to bo tho laat crop 
to fall behind, But, as such Js really tho 
caso, it should be tho first to claim atton- 
tion, to restore our waning agriculture, 
enhance tho valuo of our farms, retain our 
population and increase our live stock, 

Clay or hoavy loam lands are the most 
sultable for grass and once woll scoded 
will improve, thicken up and bear hoayior 
crops for many yoars. Thoy can bo kopt in 
grass 4s long as dosired provided they are 
kopt properly manurod, for you cannot 
tako off succocsive years the crop without 
returning manure in some form to keep up 
the fertility of the soil. Two tons of hay 
tako from tho soll the following mineral 
oloments: alkalies, potash and soda, 89 Ibs. ; 
alkaline earths, Ime and magnosia, 44 
lbs. ; phosphoric acid 17 Ibs, 

It will bo found in practice that 100 
pounds of nitrate of soda, which contain 
16 per cent, of nitrogen and 85 per cont. of 
soda; 200 pounds of powdered Florida 
phosphate of lime. 30 per cent. phosphoric 
noid; 100 pounds of soda ash; 98 per cent. 
of carbonate of soda, Mix all well to- 
gethor; they cost at prosont prices five 
dollars for enough for an acre and furnish 
98 1bs. of alakli, 60 lbs.of phosphoric acid, 
100 Ibs. alkaline earths and 6 lbs. nitrogen, 
Theso wil! not only keep up but improve 
tho fortility of the soll, avoiding the neces- 
sity of the present practice of covery few 
yoars breaking it up, cultivating It fora 
fow years in potatoes, corn or other crops 
and then reseeding to grass with or with- 
out grain of some kind. 

It is expensive to break up grass lands, 
It requires labor to cultivate these crops 
before they are again laid down; this with 
the cost of seed and manure deters many 
from attempting it. 

Consequently the land {s neglected, the 
crop diminishes till it ddes not pay for cut- 
ting; it is then turned into pasture, when 
finally bushes, weeds and moss take pos- 
session of the soil and ten or more acres 
are required to pasture one cow when at 
most two should suffice, 

With mowing lands not yielding one-half 
they should, more than doubling the cost 
of the hay obtained, offers but poor en- 
couragement to grow stock for profit, and 
obliges one to keep only those which aro 
necessary to do the work on the farm. 
Thus the old adage is oxemplified, ' With- 
out manure no crops; without cattle no 
dung; without grass no cattle.”’

A Good Farm Gate, 


In the far Wost o barnyard {s called by 
the Spanish namo,corral. A gate to a cor- 
ral that is proof against being opened by 
swine or cattle should always be provided. 
One that 1s oxcellont for security, and that 
can be easily constructed by any farmer, 
is shown in the illustration. It may be 
of any desired width, but if over three feet 
wide, it should be provided with a diagon- 
al brace, extending from the lower hinge 


will restore an abundant crop and bring in 
the best grasses. If land now in pasture 
is adapted to grass, but too far distant 
from the buildings to put it into cultiva- 
tion for want of manure or expense of cart- 
ing it that distance, it can be broken up 
and manured with chemicals, put into 
cultivated crops for two or three years or 
at once laid down to grass, smooth and 
even. If so now, there is no need of break- 
ing it up, but keep it in grass by top- 
dressing it with chemicals, it will then 
bear nourishing grasses and in abund- 
ance. 

A pasture that will carry ten head of 
stock is worth more than double one that 
will only carry five; there is no way so 
easy or so cheap to more than double the 
value of our farmsin their crop-produ- 
cing capacity andconsequently their sale- 
able value, as to increase the growth of grass 
on the pastures and mowings, 

This enables more stock to be kept prof- 
itably; the crop is sentto market in a 
concentrated form, as in milk, butter, 
cheese or meat. 

Manure is obtaind from the stock and 
this can be supplemented to advantage by 
tho aid of chemicals. 

When old grass Jands are to be broken 
up, other than for asummer fallow, the 
plowing should be done in autumn in 
order that the yegetable matters of the sod 
may undergo a partial decomposition in 
time to meet the wants of the spring crop 
and that the soil may be exposed to the

It is custom that brings suporstition 
as on ally oven into this end of the con 
tury. How strong is the sway of this 
power behind the throno Is evidenced by the 
consternation which a little bit of sinister 
groon adornment wrought in a nuptial 
colabration at Oneonta Inst week While 
the prospective bride, with tho offhand 
calmness and deliberation which are sup- 
posed to stamp the woman of the poriod, 
was waiting forthe minister to find his 
place in the marriage service, she ploked 
up & newspaper and glanced through its 
columns, just to put the remainder of the 
interested persons at their ease. 

Hor oyes instinctlyoly found a paragraph 
in a collection of superstitions whivh an- 
nounced that ‘a bride should noyer bo 
marriod in colors if she wishes to bo 
havpy. The most unfortunate colors aro 
yellow and green.’’ As she looked down 
and saw some greon trimmings on her 
wodding gown she refused to allow the 
ceremony to proceed, and was so obdurate 
to persuasion that she chose to haye the 
engagement cancelled rather than have the 
marriage service read under such in- 
auspicious olroumstances.

mode of living and system of workman- 
ship bear no relation whatever to each 
other, and their standing in their respect- 
ive communities is widely divergent. 

The personal peculiarities of the Chinese 

and the American barber have nothing in 
common, The Chinaman considers it the 
uome of ill-breeding to utter even a gut- 
tural sound while shaving a patron, On 
the other hand, neither will he counten- 
anoo any interruption of his work. He will 
not talk himself, and does not want and 
will not have anybody else talk under his 
treatment. The reason for all this reserve 
and respectful bearing is interesting. The 
Chinese barber looks upon himself in the 
light of a high professional man, 
_ He cannot forget tho fact that he spent 
several years in the assiduous study of his 
profession. It is an understood thing by 
# Chinese barber that whoneyer ho has the 
honor and good fortune to graduate from a 
“Pol,” that is, a flrat-class barber shop, he 
is the personification of all that is great 
and noble. He walks ina more elevated 
sphere than all his brethren. 

There are a few samples of these Celesti- 
al experts in this country, Their skill as 
barbers is unquestionable, but thoy cannot 
cut hair. Perhaps the reason is that a 
Chinaman never cuts his queue, 

There is only one Chinese barber shop 
in Philadelphia, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Chinese population here and in 
the suburbs is sufficiently numerous to 
maintain a half dozen of them, The local 
shop is located in a dingy little room on 
the second floor of 915 Race Street. The 
Bhop is owned by Sam Leo,a haughty, full- 
blooded Chinaman, Mr, Lee has three 
assistants, who squirm and salaam at the 
first look of disapproval from their chief. 

A ‘'Press'’ reporter visited the barber 
shop the other day. Ashe ascended the 
dirty staircase the first thing he encounter- 
ed was tho obnoxious fumes of opium 
which pervaded the atmosphere of the 
place. Upon entering the outer room the 
reporter was greeted by an infuriated 
Chinaman, who had been ruthlessly dis- 
‘urbed out of a blissful dream superin- 
duced by an over-indul gence in opium, He

While the Armenians who live in Huropo 
and Turkey, and above all in Constanti- 
nople, haye adopted foreign dress and 
modes of living, their religious obsery- 
ances have never undergone any change, 
and probably noyer will. Their weddings, 
their baptisms, and their funerals, as well 
as tholr church services aro all to-day ex- 
actly the same as when the Armenian 
Catholio Church was founded in the third 
contury by the apostle Androw.

QUEEN VICTORIA'S MAIL. 


Few Communications Except From Royal 
ty Ever Reach Her Royal Hands. 

Of Queen Victoria's post-bag it is said 
that, if Her Majesty personally answered 
all the letters addressed to her, she would 
have enough to do to last her two long 
lifetimes. Sometimes the daily mail, as 
far as personal letters are concerned, num- 
bers 40 missives; on another occasion the 
mail bag may only contain oa few address- 
ed to Her Majesty. During the year, how- 
ever, something like 6,000 letters are con- 
veyed in the royal mail bag to Windsor, 
Osborne, or wherever else the court may 
be, but of this large number many are ad- 
dressed to members of the household and 
others engaged at the court, 

It isa curious fact that the letters ad- 
dressed to the Queen may be divided inta 
two classess One—by far the larger of the 
two—oconsists of the communications evi- 
dently from Her Majesty’s personal 
friends, fellow-sovereigns, membors of the 
peerage, eto,, who are honored by the 
Queen's friendship. To the other class be- 
long communications sent by people with 
real or pretended grievances, lunatios, etc., 
which itis doubtful if the Queen over sees. 
Everything entering tho royal residence ts, 
of course, seen by the private secretary, 
who naturally prevents all but the personal 
communications belonging to the first 
class from going any farther, It is worthy 

of note, in this respect, that the midlde 
class rarely, if ever, trouble the Queen with 
letters of any kind. 


A Cuban Reminiscence,

ofmen from New Orleans, Mobile and 
Jacksonville, Fla., set out with arms and 
supplies and arrived in Cuba to aid Gon- 
eral Lopez. One formidable regiment of 
volunteers, recruited in the Mississipp} 
valley under Colonel Crittenden, who had 
fought in the Mexican war, landed. But 
the Creole inhabitants of Cuba held aloof, 
and little by little the forces of Lopoz wera 
decimated and captured, for Cuba was 
crowded with’Spanish soldiers. Karly in the 
campaign fifty of the American yolunteers 
were captured and shot—the Spanish files 
of soldiers shooting them in the back and 
treating their bodies with savagery. This 
roused o deep feeling of resentment 
throughont the country, and President 
Fillmore found it difficult to restrain tho 
most open violation of the neutrality 
laws. Sympathetic public meetings were 
held in all the principal cities. At an im- 
mense mass meocting in the city hall park, 
such men as Charles O'Connor and Franolg 
B, Cutting were vice-presidents, and Ab- 
ram Wakeman, afterward congressman 
and postmaster, was o secretary. Lopez 
Was captured and garroted in Havana and 
the reyolution ended. But at present the 
Creole inhabitants of Cuba take more in- 
torost in the rebellion, while the Cloyeland 
Administration seems to emulate the Fill- 
more Government of that period in sym- 
pathies with Spanish misrule, 


Nightingales Sold for Food. 
M, De Paryille, our Paris correspondent 
says, asks for the suppression of bird mar- 
kets. He counted in one Paris bird mar- 
ket last May 200 nightingales, hundreds 
of pinsons,charming little songsters pocu- 
lar to French woods and flelds, and 2,000 
finches. Shiploads of quails are sent from 
North Africa to Franco for the food mar- 
kets, The goura, heron and bird of para- 
dise are becoming rare. The plover rfiust 
soon disappear, its wings being a favorite 
trimming for hats, and its egg8 & supper 
table dellcacy. Tho whito ofeits oggs has 
also, when dried and hardened, great in- 
dustrial value, imitations of meerschaum 
being made with it, Japan is the only 
country that shows itself well alive to the 
value of all birds. Every species is now 
protected in the nesting time, M. Pichet, 
4n authority on bird life unites with M. 
De Paryille in demanding protection for 
all birds in the nesting season. They are

He, like all tho 
Greeks and Armenians, as well as the ma- 
jority of Europeans, was quite willing to 
accept a fortune with his bride. In fact, I 
suspect that the prospective fortune was 
the prime factor in this marriage. <A 
young man of those countries has but fow 
chances of making money for himself,and 
custom makes it appear quite proper for 
him to secure a fortune more or less with 
his bride. Parents begin to lay asido their 
danghters’ dowry from the time a girl is 
born, and according to the family and so- 
cial prominence of the young man are the 
demands of his friends, Ho is allowed no 
social intercourse with the unmarried 
ladies of any family, and therefore his af- 
feotions can not be said to be engaged, 

When an Armenian family has a young 
daughter to marry they look about until 
they find some young man who suits their 
ideas, and then a messenger is sent to this 
young man’s nearest relatives, telling of 
the admirable qualities of the girl and 
naming the sum of her dower. ‘This is 
promptly refused if the young man’s fam- 
ily thinks it is insufficlent. The young 
man’s parents want all they can get, end 
they haggle and bid back and forth until 
finally thinking they can do no better they 
accept. The preliminaries are arranged 
either by the professional matchmakers or 
the relatives of bride and groom, The 
young man then makes a formal demand 
for the hand of the young lady through the 
nearest friend, the groom’s mother, if she 
is living. The matchmakers are old women, 
and they are paid by one family or 
theother, Often two sets ot matchmakers 
are employed, and they arrange eyery- 
thing, making the proposal and bearing 
the shy acceptance. 

In the case of the wedding of which I 
write an old woman from the bride’s fam- 
ily had gone down to the young man's 
office and made her proposal there, The 
offer was accepted on condition that the 
dowry proved to be all that she sald,'viz, 
20,00 ‘kits liras, or nearly $100,000. 
The bride's family was a yery wealthy one 
and she was the only danghter. She had 
seen Haskas in some way, and that short- 
ened the preliminaries somewhat, as a 
direct bid could be made, The girl was 
young and protty, and Haskas was consid- 
ered vory fortunate, The bride, in addl- 
tion to the money dowry, received the 
gift-of two housos, one in Prinkipo and 
one in Pera, but these wore settled upon 
her, The furniture and clothes were all 
part of the dowry, and Haskas’ mother 
went to verify the inventory to seo if any- 
thing was put down that was not there. 
Haskas’ mother thought he was letting 
himself go dirt cheap, but as the bride was 
an only child and the parents lived near 
Yerimbourgas and already showed eyi- 
dences of the insalubrity of that place she 
finally consented to the match. 

The day before the wedding tho whole 
amount of the dowry in cash was paid 
over to Haskas, and from a clerk with a 
pitiful salary of 8 liras a week he became 
in one hour a partner in the firm he’had 
formerly worked for. Out of this money 
Haskas bought a diamond necklace and 
some other jewols for his bride and his own 
wedding clothes, 

The wedding was to be at the home of 
the bride, When I arrived at the house 
sho was just dressed, and I was inyited into 
the bedroom where she stood in hor mag 
niflcence, She was completely covered 
from head to foot with a veil of long slips 
of tinsel like that with which we decorate 
our Christmas trees, You could see noth- 
ing through this but the bottom of her 
dress. Tho women lifted her yell to show 
her face. The bride was not over 15 or 
16, and was quite pretty so far as one could 
judge. Her cheeks were painted and her 
eyebrows penciled darkly, to meet in the 
center and reach her hair, Tho rest of hor 
face was one dead white, made so by load 
cosmetic, Her dress was white satin, em- 
broidered with silver and pearls. The 
clothes were clums|g made, os are all the 
oriental garments, and complotely disfig- 
ured whatever of graco shohad. Ata hint 
from my friends I took up a fold of hor 
dross to sce that the pearls wore genuine, 

Hor hair was long and thick, and bratd- 
od full of ittle jingling coins 

In Ignorance of ctiquotte I forgot to look 
at her feet, when she took tho initiative 
and stuck out one and then the other to 
show that she had velyet alippers worked 
with gold thread and pearls, Then she 
showed hor solitaire ear-rings, 

Aftor the inspection of tho little bride 
wo took sents on the divan and sipped 
black coffeo served in ege-shell cups stand 
ing in gold filigreo holders, Sweet ments 
wero handed sround in plasses, with 
spoons, ‘The sweotments aro of violet, rose 
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thick, There are glasses of water, and an- 
other with spoons and one empty glass, 
You are oxpected to take a spoon, dip it 
into whichever jelly you prefer, oat a 
spoonful, and then put your soiled spoon 
into the empty gluss, coooded in up- 
sotting a glass of water and both glasses 
of spoons, which for some reason thoy ap 
poared to consider a good omen, 

After this wo wero takon to see the 
trousscau., Many of thodrosses were of 
rich and handsome stuffs, Then we went 
to seo the supper table. This was spread 
in a long and tey-cold room There were 
fowls, cakes, dried fruits, enormous quan- 
titlos of bread and cheese, and three im- 
monsoe boiled fish, besides black olives and 
confectioners’ cakes. Hot dishes were to 
be served later whon the guests were seat- 
od, 

The wholo party then went into the par- 
lor to walt the arrival of the bridegroom 
and the priests, of whom there were to be 
four. ‘Tho rest of the company were all 
assombled,and at 9 o'clock Haskas and his 
mother arrived. The bride was led in and 
seated on a stool, the tinsel covering her 
completely, Haskas’ mothor looked like 
a veritable old witch, and she passed her 
time making invidious remarks and do 
claring that the amount of dowry thoy 
were giving sucha noble, beautiful and 
well-connected young man as Haskas was 
uttorly ridiculous, 

Kyory body but the bride talked, smoked 
and had a4 good time, and at 11 o'clock the 
priests had not come. The bride's father 
went to seo what had become of them. He 
soon returned to say that they would be 
along in a short time, So coffee and more 
sweetmeats were sorved, and mastic was 
offered to the men to sharpen their appe- 
tites, Finally at 1 o'clock in the morning, 
o boy came and spread a piece of carpet in 
the center of the floor and said the priests 
were coming. ‘The guests did not mind 
the delay, but the poor little bride sitting 
on the stool under her glittering head-gear 
tottered with sleep two or three times.

The poor weary bride was placed on the 
same stool and the bridegroom came for- 
ward with a richly trimmed cushion on 
which his presents were displayed,a watch 
with a long, heavy chain, a diamond brooch 
and necklace and a pair of filigree bracelets, 
ovor 4 inches wide, studded with rubies, 
anda red silk purso filled with gold 
money. After the presentation of the 
jewels Haskas awkwardly unfastened the 
tinsel vell, handed it to his mother and 
clasped the jewels on the bride, to whom 
he then offered his hand to lead her to 
the supper room, followed by all the rest. 
Hot roast mutton and pilaff and seyeral 
other very substantial dishes wore served, 
andan abundance of wine, The bride 
neyer spoke nor did any one appear to re- 
gard her as other than a lay figure, though 
shé ate a little, It was daylight before 
they had finished eating, for oyeryone did 
full justice to the feast.

Important to Merchants. 

According to the Assessment Act f On- 
tario a professional man is taxed on in- 
como, & merchant is taxed on capital. 

Thus, if two men, one a professional 
man the other a merchant, earn equal jn- 
como, the one has to pay five, six or ton 
times as much tax as the other, 

‘The attention of the logislature has boon 
called to the unequal taxation, but has so 
far mado no rectiflcation. Worse than 
this. It was enacted at tho last session of 
the logislature that all incomes should bo 
exempted to the extont of soyen hundred 
dollars, thus magnifying the inequality 
betweon merchants and professional men. 
Therefore, if a storekeoper and a clerk each 
earn seven hundred dollars in a year tho 
latter has no income tax, while the former 
may be assessed on $1,000, $2,000 or 88,- 
000, 

The merchants haye just ground for 
complaint at this inequality. No wonder 
the small storekeeper has to work long 
hours for small profits,

the legislature did, for tncomes should 
neyer bo taxed; but the logislature should 
nover disorlminate, It is quite in order 
now for the merchants to complain and to 
nsk that thoy should have relief equivalent 
to tho reliof granted In the caso of Incomes,

Don’t be afraid of haying an abun- 
danco of water in the pasture for dairy 
stock, for they will never drink more than 
thoy want, 

‘The only roost that Is proof against lico 
isthe one thatis made so, No kind of 
wood answors such a purpose, although it 
is somotimes claimed that lice will not ro- 
main on poles that are of sassafras or other 
woods which are believed to be obnoxious 
to lice. ‘Thoro is but one way to make a 
roost lice-proof, and that is to keop it sat- 
urated with crude petroleum, or, what is 
better, a mixture composed of one quart 
of crude petroloum, 4 gill of kerosene and 
half a gill of spirits of turpentine. 

Tho late Col. Curtis, who labored long 
and hard to induce the American farmor 
to fatten his hogs with moro lean, would 
read, with interest the late report of Secre- 
tary Morton which states that Kngland 
pays more for Danish bacon than for Cana- 
dian and moro for Canadian than for 
American—because the first’ named 
hogs have more lean and less fat. A 
prominent Wilt.hire figm offers a premium 
of 20 per cent. on the 100-welght price of 
hogs wtghing 240 pounds with threo 
inches of fat on back, for hogs weighing 
130 to 190 pounds and with less than 244 
inches of fat on any part of the baclt, 
Under this plan of purchase the percentage 
of lean hogs has increased from 47 to 76, 
aud tho farmers are raising Tamworths 
and Yorkshiros.

WIDE TIRES. 


Whi's the movement for improved high- 
ways has not yct accomplished what was 
expected of it in some sections of the coun- 
try, tho agitation of the question has served 
to oducate the people not only in relation 
to the value of good roads but also as to 
tho means of preserving serviceable high- 
Ways when onoe secured. It is now gen- 
erally recognized that the use of wagons 
with wide tires ts ono of the indispensable 
alds to tho maintenance of permanently 
good roads, and the near fature will un- 
doubtedly witness the practical desertion 
of the narrow tire for all heavy wagons. 
‘Tho oxtont to which the valuo of wide tires 
has como to be recognized is shown by the 
fact that the State of Now Jersey has al- 
ready adopted a law providing for their 
compulsory adoption and is reaping the 
benoflt in the possession of the best roads in 
the States. With wide tires in general uso, 
eyon the present country roads will im- 
prove, for wide tires serve as rollers to 
mako the roadbed moro compact instead 
of cutting deep ruts as du heayily-loaded 
Wagons on narrow tires, Ono of the strong- 
ost objections raised against the proposed 
change 1s the loss whivh {t would impose 
on farmora in compelling them to sacrifice 
their present narrow tires. Different bug. 
gestions have boon advanced for the pur- 
pose of Iightoning this burden. In somo 
places it 1s proposed to hye the wido tire 
law take offect a fow years hence, while 
othors aré considering the project of allow- 
ing to those who uso draft wagons with 
tiros not loss than three inches in width, a 
rebate of one-fourth of tholr highway tax. 

While the laws proposed aro {n somo In- 
stances commendable as to some of thoir 
features, the chances aro that this problem 
Will be loft to work out its own solution. 
Itisa significant fact that farmers in 
Vermont are generally buying wide-tire 
wagons, because they are convinced of the 
many advantagos of the increased width of 


tire for themselves as woll as for tho public 
highways.—Good Roads,

Window seats aro more and more grow- 
ing to bo a feature in the furnishing of a 
room, Builders aro putting them into now 
houses wherever an advantageous place 
can be found; carpenters are building 
thom into different rooms of the loss 
modorn houses, and home-made window 
seats are boing improvised from boxes by 
ingenious women, 

That theso boxes answer the two-fold 
purposo of ornament and uso, is greatly in 
their favor. They are very pretty whon 
covered with linen, chintz, or tho art 
denim; very comfortable as seats with pil- 
lows at the back, and very useful as a ro- 
coptacle for a variety of things.

window seats may be made from a shoe 


box and two soap boxes, Remove tho 
covers from tho soap boxes and place a 
shelf half way between the top and bot- 
tom, standing thom on end with the open 
side in front, 

Botween them place the long shoo box, 
having the cover made strong with hinges 
at the back, 

Now screw the boxes together at the 
sides to make them fast,and screw a board 
across thom to make a back for the lower 
seat,and to keep all sccurely in place, 

Line tho inside of each box with silesia, 
using small upholsterer’s tacks for the 
purpose, and cover the outside as shown 
by the sketch, with denim orchintz. The 
flouncing on the two outer boxes can bo 
easily raised to give accoss to tho shelves, 
which will be found a very usoful recop- 
tacle for shoe brushos, blacking. shoo pol- 
ish, vasolino, ete., while the long boxes give 
a low comfortable seat for dressing the 
feet, and inside the [ox may be kept tho 
shoes, slippers and boots of the occupants 
of the room. 

A yory attractive leoking window seat 
for the accommodation of blankets to be 
used as extra covering at night, 1s made 
from along, low packing box. This is 
lined with silesia, and upholstered with 
any cotton material suited to tho furnish- 
ings ofthe room. It is placed direotly 
under the window, and is made comfort- 
able as a seat with down pillows that may 
be tucked anywhore to support the back. 
This blanket receptacle will be found yery 
convenient when the closets are not pro- 
vided with drawer or shelf room for thoir 
accommodation, 

‘To upholster these boxes satisfactorily, 
it is botter to use curled hair, though ox- 
colsior and wadding will answer the pur- 
pose. It is held in place by tape or narrow 
strips of unbleached muslin tacked across 
it. 

A cosey seat for a library or sitting-room, 
shown by the sketch, will need the service 
of a carpenter, It is of very simple con- 
struction, <A long, low scat boxed under- 
neath to accommodate threo drawers, will 
be found useful for packing away maga- 
zines and papers. The ends are finished 


with sides, and the wood used corresponds 
to the woodwork of the room, If that is 


painted, the framowork of the scat is 
painted to correspond, 
Ahalr mattross to fit the soat, has a 


cover of some sultablo matorlal, and pil- 
lows at olthor end make a most luxurious 
seat for lounging purposos. 

Another arrangemont of shoo boxes for 
a don or study, {shown by tho skotch, 
Two of these aro finished smooshly, paint 
od or stained to match the woodwork, pro- 
yided with shelves for books, and placed 
upright on o thor side of the window. Tho 
third box is lined Inside and covered for a 
sont to fit In betwoon tho two other boxos 
With pillows at the back, and bric-a-brac 
on tho top of tho other two boxos,a charm- 
ing ttle nook for roading or study can bo 
mado, 

‘Tho box seat will bo found a usoful re- 
ceptacio for keeping the wrapping paper 
and twine, so necessary in all households, 
for which ono Is often at o loss to find a 
sultable place.

HOUSEHOLD METAL WORK. 


It inay not be out of place to consider 
some of the best ways of cleaning the 
numerous metal objects that are of noces- 
sity used in most households Silver 
plate, which naturally comos flrat, may be 
passed with brief mention, as any house 
wife already knows the yatuo of whitening 
and silyer soap in this connection. By the 
by, silver which Is washed each day in hot 
suds and dried with soft linen cloth and 
rubbed with chamois requires but little 
extra cloaning with whiting, jowelors’ soap 
or other special cleaning medium, 

Brass and copper articles may bo rough- 
ly divided into two classons—those Incquer- 
ed and those loft unlacquored. The lac- 
quered articles ought not to be scoured, 
but simply dusted from time to time, 
With careful treatment these will retain 
fhoir luster for a long time, and when it 
becomes tarnished tho sizaplest way to re- 
new the brightness is to have the articles 
rolacquered, 

Imploments of brass or copper that are 
much used, as arule, are not lacquered, 
and to those attention is now directed. 
Avold all cleaning mediums containing 
corrosive acids for brass. In tho shops one 
finds a red paste which, in conjunction 
with elbow grease, produces a fine polish, 
There is, however, nothing really better 
than rotten stone and oil—finely sifted 
rotten stone and good sweet oll. None of 
the polishing fluids or pastes or soaps can 
compare with it. ‘Those latter day nos- 
trums certainly clean moro quickly, but 
things cleaned with them tarnish again 
much sooner than things cleaned in sim- 
pler ways. 

Brass fenders may be cleaned either in 
one piece or bettor still if taken to pieces 
by unscrewing thb screws. A soft rubber 
of blanket ora flannel wrapped round a 
piece of wood or cork dipped in oll, wrung 
out and powdered over with rotten stone, 
will soon polish up the flat portions. 
Round portions, such as knobs and bars, 
are tho best cleaned by passing round them 
a band of flannel, moistened as above, pull- 
ing the ends alternately. Coal souttles and 
any repouss> articles such as kettles and 
bellows can be cleaned by brushing with 
the same compound or with amihonia. 
Brush all traces of the rotten stone or paste 
out of the recesses, The same applies to 
brass candlesticks, trays and waiters. Stair 
rods’ can be cleaned by making a thick pad 
of felt, anointed with rotten stone and oll, 
to shut like a book. The rods must then 
bo inserted and worked in and out for half 
their length. ‘Thon reversed and treated 
similarly forthe other end. ALI brass 
things showld be finished first by rubbing 
with an oiled or vaselined rag and then by 
rubbing with a leather, To secure a good 
effect, rubbing should be in one direction. 

Jross rubbing neyer gives a good result. 
Copper may be cleaned in exactly the same 
way as brass, though at times very fine 
emery powder may be required to give the 
bestresults. 

‘Tinned ware looks very nice when new, 
but the vigorous scouring it often receives 
from the ignorant soon wears through the 
thin coating of tin and leaves tho tron 
underneath exposed to yiew and to atmo- 
spheric action. Whiting with plain water, 
or olso with ammonia, is the best for such 
ware, only the angles and recesses must be 
brushed to remove all trases. If the iron 
underneath is exposed, retinning may be 
necessary, Such ware should be carefully 
driod inside to prevent the chance of rust. 

Steel fire trons, fonders, otc., are best 
cleaned with emery powder and oil, After 
cleaning and polishing they should be 
rubbed over with an oiled rag and then 
rubbed up again. ‘To preserve thom from 
rust it is a good plan to rub on yaseline, 
Another fayorite cleansing agent is bath 
brick, Two pieces may be rubbed down, 
and the resulting powder sifted and mixed 
with sweet oll or with paraffin oil. When 
rust has once got hold of steel goods, it is 
difficult to eradicate it, especially whon, like 


fenders, they are usually in a direct draft, rock bottom

Husbands will 
die, banks will fail and investments prove 
bad, and we must live, My friend has not 
soon a sick day in years, and I havo porfect 
hoalth, Weare not trained for the laundry 
and other servants’ work, and as we have 
not young, sweet faces It would do no good 
if wo wore, The ldoa ofa woman past 
forty boing ® nurse or a teachor is the 
holght of absurdity. Who would for one 
momont presume to compare the work of 
tho swoot-faced visitor in pink or palo bluo 
who haunts the wards of our hospitals with 
the work of a Nightingale, with that of the 
womon who fucod doath in fever polsoned 
Shreveport or with those who in older 
time cared for the dying in plague strick- 
on Kuropo whon the rumblo of the death 
cart seldom consod’ It was one of the 
aroatest strides of modern medicine that 
brought youth to the front. We admire 
the ploture of Wiizabeth Fry making her 
way through the dismal dungtons of Mag- 
doburg or penetrating the terrible galleys 
of Toulon, yet had she boon less than twen- 
ty Instoad of a woman of fifty her sweot 
amile and winning way would have won 
courts and kings, and accomplished hor 
work in a rofinod way without coming in 
contact with the low.

_ But the greatest teeling of security lies 
in the absolute confidence that the disease 
itself can be handled, ‘We don’t care 
anything about cholera any more,” says Dr. 
Herman Biggs, ‘It is very easily stamped 
out. Diphtheria and scarlet fever are 
infinitely more dangerous,and they give us 
a deal more concern and worry.” 

Allof the physicians whoarebest informed 
upon the subject take exactly tnis view. 
They point out that diseases which are 
constantly in the community receive almost 
no consideration from the masses of the 
people, while cholera is a bugaboo, Yet 
physicians would infinitely rather contend

How Punished in 


Boys who are found guilty of minor 


offences in England are sentenced by the 
judges to a sound thrashing at the hands 
of the policeman, Here is a description of 
it, taken from an English paper : 

The birch is a very different instrument 
of torture from the cat, The former is 
made up of a number of long birch twigs, 
whilé the latter is really » whip with nine 


kuotted small cord lashes, When the cat 
is administered the prison doctor must be 
present, but when the birch is put on it is 
only necessary for the superintendent of 
police to witness it, although the parents, 
or near relatives, of a boy sentenced to be 
flogged may be present at the castigation. 
When a dose of the cat is dealt out none 
but those connected with the prison are 
allowed to be there. 

Like the cat, the birch may be madea 
yery severe punishment or & comparatively 
trivial affair, not merely according to the 
number of strokes, but from the instructions 
given the constable who is told off to do the 
flogging. I have seen w boy after six 
strokes resemble nothing so much os a 
plece of raw beef and bleeding fearfully, 
while I have also seen o boy after six 
strokes merely a trifle red, 

Some policemen dread the duty ot flog- 
ging, aod after the first two strokes get a 
sharp order to ‘hit the boy aud not play 
withhim.” Other constables delightin the 
work, and boast of their ability to draw 
blood at the first stroke. 

Various modes of administering the pun- 
ishment obtain in different parta of the 
country. In some places boys are placed 
face downward on a form. One constable 
holds his arms and head firmly, while 
another does him the same service with 
his legs, and the third administers the 
punishment, 

In other prisons the culprit ie placed on 
on constable’s back, and, a8 ho sita there 
with his arma around the officer’a neck, 
awaiting **the event,” his attitude strikes 
a spectator more a8 one of affection than 
discomfort.

A Curious Railroad Contract. 


The Great Western railroad, of England, 
has just had to pay $500,000 to free itself 
from the obligation to stop every train at 
Swinaon station for tenminutes. In 1841 
before the road hed reached Bristol, iv 
made an agreement for ninety-nine years 
with a firm of builders to hold 
every train ‘carrying passengers, ‘*not 
being sent express or for Special pur- 
peses,” for a reasonable period of about 
ten minutes, at Swindon, in consideration 
of the erection of suitable refreshment 
rooms, for which a rentof a penny & year 
was to be paid, The railroad soon founc 
out the inconvenience of the arrangement 
and tried to break it. The courtsin 1846 
and in 1872 held that ‘*express” did not 
mean in the contract what is now meant by 
an express train ; but the price asked for 
the annulment of the concession wae always 
more than the company was willing to pay 
After a fight of over fifty years it has been 
driven by the competition of other roads 
to buy out its opponents, and the ten- 
minute stop of fast expresses at Swindon is 
now a thing ofthe past.

Remodies for the Horn Fly. 

The horn’fly is causiog so much annoy- 
ance the present season that many of our 
readers will probably be interested in the 
following summary of somo experiments 1 
have been making in keeping the files off 
the experiment station herd. A fuller 
account of the insect will be given in a 
bulliton now in press. 

The most satisfactory way of preventing 
tho attacks or the horse fly Is to apply to 
the cattle some substance that serves as a 
repellent. We have experimented with a 
number of materials, and find that the 
best results are obtained by the use of a 
cheap oil—such as fish oil or crude cotton- 
seed oil—to which a small amount of car- 
bolic acid or pine tar has been added. 
Applied rather lightly to the cattle by 
moans of a paint brush, a sponge or even 
a woolen cloth, such a combination im- 
mediately drives off the flies and remains 
on inacondition to keep them off for 
about a week. This is a yery simple 
remedy; it should be applied whenever 
the flies become troublesome. 

Hither of the following formulas are 
recommended for this purpose: 

1, Crude cottonseed or fish oil 2 parts; 
pine tar 1 part. 

2. Crude cottonseed oil or fish oil, 100 
parts; crude carbolic acid, 8 parts. 

In either case these substances are to be 
mixed and applied as described above. 

We also experimented with a combina- 
tion of kerosene emulsion and tobacco de- 
coction, The emulsion was prepared by 
adding two gallons of kerosene to one gal- 
lon of a solution made by dissolving ono- 
half pound of hard soap in one gallon of 
boiling water and churning the mixture. 
by forcing it back into the same vessel 
through a force-pump with a rather small 
nozzle until the whole forms a creamy 
mass which will thicken into a jelly-like 
substance on cooling. 

The soap solution should be hot when 
the kerosene is added but of course must 
not be near the fire, The emulsion thus 
made was diluted before using nine parts 
of water to one part of emulsion. There 
was then added one gallon of a decoction 
made by boiling one pound of strong to- 
bacco in a gallon of water. This was 
sprayed upon the cattle by means of a 
force-pump and removed nozzle, When- 
ever the liquid came in contact with the 
flies it killed them instantly and it re- 
mained on in a condition to act asa repel- 
lent for about two days. ” 

In this respect it was not so satisfactory 
as the olly combinations and its use was 
abandoned in fayor of the latter. 


Important to Travelers, 

An idea obtains among a good many 
that a railway company must accept o 
continuous ticket, say for Detroit, even 
though the holder may havo stopped over 
at London, ‘‘They must give us what we 
pay for,’’ 1s in effect what they argue, 

The fallaciousness of this idea was 
proyen in the Exchequer Court the other 
day. * 

A traveler had bought an excursion 
ticket on the Intercolonial railway, good 
for one trip and return to a c&tain point. 
On this ticket were instructions to tho 
effect that the ticket was good only onthe 
day of issue and that the journey must bo 
continuous. In spite of these instructions, 
however, the traveler stopped over for the 
night at a midway station, When he re- 
sumed his journey the following morning 
the conductor would not accept this ticket 
and on his refusing to pay the fare de- 
manded, was put off the tnain at the next 
station, 

Action was then brought to recover 
damages, but the judge ruled against 
him, holding that the complainant should 
haye read and complied with them. 

A word to the wise is sufflotent. 

Cork Trees, 

Recent returns show that 1,550,000 aores 
of land are planted with cork trees in 
Spain. It is just 100 years ago since a 
cork factory was started in Gerona, and 
the manufacture of cork Is now one of the 
chief industrios of the country. Over 1,- 
400,000,000 corks for bottles, repraeenting 
& value of $2,700,000 are produced annual- 
ly, and about 12,000 men aro engaged in 
cork work. It is diMecult to caleulate the 


income derived from cork, as statistics In 
Spain are very faulty, and no account ts 
kept of the cork used in the country iteelf. 
It is estimated, however, that during the 


present year #5,869,000 was paid for the

the next consultation of the court, When 
thav consultation camo round the justices, 
having taken feminine counsel, a) report- 
ed against their original view that the 

2 involved in the caso should be olass- 
sance, and aceordingly the justice 
originally charged with the task of prepar- 
ing a decision in fayor of the Govornment 
was now instructed to prepare one in favor 
of tho New-York lawyer's client. It thus 
happened that the law. won his first 
case before the Supreme Court because the 
wives of the justices knew moro than the 
Court itself.

About Amber, 


At the present day tho supply of amber 
is chiefly obtained from the dreary and 
dosolate region of Samland,on the castern 
Baltic, a strange, weird land of bl. wag 
sand, shifting sand-danes, and poverty- 
stricken amber-huntors. It is a cold 
northern Sahara, Tho district produces 
absolutely nothing but amber; vegetation 
it has none,and from IXonigsberg, its cap- 
ital, to the end of tho promontory scarcely 
anything subsists that aman could live 
upon, Its trade is all retrospective and 
geological. It lives upon the memory of its 
Oligocene fertility. Most of tho amber is 
obtained after stormy weather by men 
who wade in the water with long hooks in 
thelr hands, and secure the lumps, torn 
up from the submarine beds, among the 
floating seaweed. But a considerable por- 
tion is also got by diving. For the beds 
aro almost all below sea level, andit is 
only after heayy storms that the precious 
resin is dislodged in any quantities. No 
wonder it seomed to earlier ages a gift 
from the gods, very mystio and magical. 
KXonigsberg and Moemel are the centors of 
tho oxport traffic. The biggest lumps go 
direct to Constantinople, Mecca and North 
Africa, partly to be used up in Moham- 
medan ceremonies and partly to be carved 
into cigarotte-holdors, pipe-stems, and per- 
sonal ornaments, The smaller pieces are 
sent to Italy, where they are manufactured 
into beads and other gewgaws for the an- 
noyanee of tourists; while much is export- 
ed to uncivillzed countries for the further 
adornment of those dusky ladies so dear 
to the hearts of our Stevyensons and our 
Haggards, The lumps yary immensely in 
size; there is one in the Berlin museum 
which weighs fifteen pounds. At first 
sight, the ingenuous observer is upt to 
think no pine trees of our davs produce 
such masses of resin, But then ho should 
remembor he is comparing a few hundred 
rears of our oleared and stunted Kurope 
with heaven knows how many ages of un- 
broken forest, and heayen knows what big 
groves of gigantio pine trees, 


The Wanderings of Driftwood,

gathering driftwood for fuel, when ina 
small bay, about 100 yards distant from 
her father’s house, she picked up a piece 
of wood bearing the inscription, cut with 
a knife, ‘Lachlan Campbell, Bilbao, 
March 28, 1892."" On taking it to hor

long drifting, should have been washed on 
the shoro within 100 yards of where the 
writer's mother lived, and that it should 
be picked up by ono of his own family and 
takon home.

animals. At all times the character of a 
bullet wound depends on the weight, form 
density and yeloolty of the projectile, and 
on the hardness or racistance of the part 
hit, The comparatively large, soft bullets 
of the older and larger bored rifles, 


moving ot a relatively moderate velocity, 
produced wounds with the co neter of 
which most medical men are familiar, 
But the new rifles of reduced calibre, in- 
cronsed range, velocity and penetration, 
with hard mantled bullets, introduce new 
factors of importance from the surgical 
point of viow. 

The softer and larger-bore bullets pro- 
duce wounds characterized by a broad zone 
of deyitslized tissve about the point of en- 
trance, with a wound canal lacerated by 
the easily deformed ball, extensively splin- 
tered benes, great explosive action, an 
aperture of exit much lacerated and gap- 
ing widly, and with relatively little hem- 
orrhage, In the case of direct hits tho ac- 
tion of the new bullets may be summed 
up by saying that they produce clean-cut, 
slightly lacerated wounds of tho soft parts, 
exort less explosive action, and splinter 

splace bones less, except at short 


Thelr wounds offer tho best possible 
conditions for rapid and perfect healing, 
b Ang small, aseptic, as a rule, and clean 
cut, but prone to bleed freely and at once, 

At long ranges, towards tho end of their 
flight, these long, thin bullets tend to 
somersault, and, by striking sideways, 
often produce extensive splintering and 
comminution of bone, Indirect and rico- 
chet hits with these new and mantled bul- 
lets are especially to he feared, as contact 
with any hard substance is sure to split 
the mantlo, and the naked and deformed 
bullet coro then acts like the hollow-point 
bullets of oxpress rifles. This isa factor 
which may cause protective works toflose 
much of their yalue when attacked by 
troops armed with these small calibre 
rifles. 

The increased explosive action given to 
the new bullots by increased velocity is 
more than counterLalanced by their lesser 
liability to become deformed; hence their 
explosive action is, on the whole, less 
rmearked and less uniformly shown than 
that of the old kind. It occurs chiefly in 
the skull and in connection with the bones. 
In respect of this action on bones, especial- 
ly long bones, it is probable that experi- 
ments made on horses, whose bones are 
much stronger and more resistent than 
those of man, have given us exaggerated 
ideas of the effects of the small bullets on 
these tissues, but, eyen so, the extensive 
fissuring and comminution are so severe 
that considerable actual experience is need- 
ed before we can bo justifiod in regarding 
the new arm of small calibre ae in any 
way minimizing the horrors of war.

The announcement that a Chicago man 
is about to marry his wife will no doubt 
create quite a sensation, Not because he 
happens to bo a Chicago man, for the 
ayerago Chicago man is always doing

UNKNOWN RIVER FOUND, 
IT FLOWS INTO JAMES BAY THROUGH A TRACT 
OF LAND 500 MILES IN LENGTH, 

Orrawa, Oct. 16.—A river larger than any 
other stream in the province of Quebec, an 
unlimited area of timber lands, and unknown 
country suitable for agricultural purposes is 
what Dr, Robert Bell, assistant director of 
the geological survey, who has just returned 
from a trip to James Bay, reports having dis- 
covered, Dr, Bell, accompanied by Mr, 
Alex, Barclay, son of the Rey, Dr. Barclay, 
of St. Panl’s Church Montreal, left Ottawa on 
this trip about the end of June, Their route 
was direct north from Ottawa, accross the 
height of land to Rupert’s house, on Jaines 
Bay, by the most direct watercourse, The 
trip by water course was nearly eight hundred 
miles. Five hundred miles of this route, or 
the entire distance from the height of land to 
James Bay was through an altogether unex- 
Ploved region, unknown to anyone but the 

odian hunter, 

Shortly after they crossed the height of 
land, the party followed an unknown river, 
which gradually widened until it assumed a 
great size. They followed this river to James 
Bay. Tho river had three Jarge branches, one 
of which has its source north of Three Rivers, 
another in the Lake St. John region, and the 
other near Lake Mistassini, 

The new river for which the Indians have 
noname, is much larger than the Ottawa, and 
Dr, Bell affirms it to be the sixth of the 
greatest rivers of the world, five of which are 
to be found in Canada, Its average width is 
considerably over a mile, and it has expan~ 
sions many mi’es in width, It floata through 
a low level clay country, is very deep, and 
may be called anew Nile of the north. The 
river is 500 miles in length, and great stretches 
would be navigable for steamers. Towards 
James Bay there are successions of great 
rapids which render it ussless ag an inland 
route, These rapids cannot be aecended ex 
cept with great difficulty. The river banks 
are heavily wooded with pine, spruce, tamar- 
ac, baleam, and white birch, The primeval 
forests extends along the whole length of the 
iver, Fire has not wrought avy destruction 
yet.

Microscopos have been in use for many 

hundred years, but only within the last 
teventy years has the instrument for the 
examination of minute objects, or parts of 
objects, which enlarges the visual pictures 
formed upon the retina of the observer, 
undergone the wonderful improvements 
which make to-day one of the most valu- 
able adjuncts of scionce and erlmin- 

~alogy. Wor thd reasons stated, it would, 
however, by itself be of small yaluo for 
persuading a jury of a follow-man's guilt. 
‘Tomake the ocular demonstration per- 
od its union with photography is a necos- 
mity. 

The attainment of results in maicro- 
scople photography demands ample profl- 
elency and a large and expensive plant, 
Amatour detectives, who at the same time 
are amateur photographers, somotimos Ox. 
periment with a self-constructed apparat- 
Us consisting of a stand with a mechani- 
cal stage, & well-selected sot of objectives 
and # 4x6 camera, building it up aa fol- 
lows: The camora is plyoted opposite the 
microscope, the firat having a pasteboard 
funnel with black velvet lining attached 
to ita front, 0 us to allow some 2 feet 
“draw."’

Exact moasuremonts of tho dimensions 
of minuto objects exposed by the camera 
with tho ald of the microscope are taken 
by instruments called micromoters, inal- 
cating thouctual dimensions of the objoots 
to be measured. The method most com 
monly adopted consists in the insertion of 
a ruled glass scale into the focus of an or- 
dinary oye-pleoo, this scale boing fixed in 
brass inner frame that has a slight mo- 
tion in tho direction of its length within 
an outer frame, Tho micromoter measures 
objects down to the one-miilionth part of 
an inch, If properly applicd, and in order 
that it may bo done thoinstrumont ts put 
through atest before use on criminal busi- 
ness. < 
In what follows our readers will 
find ongravyings of photomicrographical 
reproductions of minute quantities of 
blood drawn from the body of a human 
being, and of a goat rospectively, 
which figured in a recent murder case. It 
appears that a single drop of blood shed 
by murderous hands was remoyed from 
ono of the garments the suspooted person 
had worn when he committed the deed, 
The spot was on the shirt sleove, and the 
prisonor insisted that it got thero in the 
butcher shop, when he oxamined a freshly 
slaughtored pig. ‘This seemed plausible 
enough, and as the evidence against the 
murderer was purely circumstantial the 
prosecutor would have had a hard time to 
convince the jury that the suspect's story 
was flotitious save for tho aid of micro- 
photography. At the trinl he first made 
clear to the jury the character and tho 
properties of human blood. Asking the 
foreman to place a drop of his own blood 
under a microscope he showed the gentlo- 
mon the crowd of minute bodies, so-called 
corpuscles, it contained. Then he demon- 
strated that the ayerngo diamoter of the 
red corpuscles, which aro in tho majority, 
is about 1-500 part of an Inch, their thick-

club-shaped. Tho tips of tho woman's 
hair show that they have not been cut for 
agreat many years, while those of the 
man's head clearly oxhibit the marks of 
the scissors, where the tips have been cut 
from the shaft, 

All this and more testimony that, in 
syire of its technical charactor, appealed 
¢ ro tly to the understanding of everyhody 
concerned was brought out at the trial 
mentioned, and it was finally found that 
the second prisoner stood guard at the 
house where the murder was committed, 
and that, after the deed, the murderor, in 
a fit of emotion, threw himself on his 
friond’s neck and cried, then and there 
leaving the tell-tale hair, from his head 
and beard upon the man’s shoulders. 

One of the most interesting phetomioro- 
graphical experiments is the use of photo- 
graphy In teking the various cultures of 
the brain, magnified through the micro- 
scope. The brain issomotimes avery diffl- 
cult object to picture; it is of asoft and 
yiolding texture, and covered with a thin, 
highly reflecting membrane. In most 
cases brain photography shows white 
patches of reflected light, The best way is 
to faco the light with tho camera and pho- 
tograph the shadowed side, taking cnre, of 
course, that the cut section or special por- 
tion that one wishes to depict, is on the 
shadowed side, and excluding ali side 
light. After putting tho brain in position, 
timo must be allowed for it to assume a 
state of complete rest, ns itis nota very 
solid body, and a portion may moye dur-

ness about one quarter of that mensure- 
ment. The form hoe demonstrated, was 
that of circular disks, slightly concaye on 
both ends, 

At the end of this object lesson he pro- 
duced the photomicrographies. The ident- 
ity of the first, presenting corpuscles of 
human blood, was easily recognized, for 
the micrometer proved that those in the 
pictures had exactly the same circumfer- 
ence as the minute parts of the blood of 
their foreman, which they had ceon drawn 
from under the microscope, 

The second picture introduced represont- 
ed corpuscles of tho blood of a pig, that is, 
the animal from which the prisoner said 
the blood on his shirt had come. It was 
demonstrated that the corpuscles in pig's 
blood haye oyal form,and besides are con- 
siderably smaller than those in human 
blood. To demonstrate the point furthor 
the photograph exhibiting magnifled cor- 
puscles of goat's blood was shown. ‘These 
again are smaller than the corpuscles of 
pig’s blood, 

After this the prisoner broke down and 
confessed to the murder, “recognizing,’’ 
as he said, ‘the hand of Godin the dis- 
coyery which made clear to the eyes of the 
World the crimo that he committed In the 
dark of the night, unobserved by anybody 
but the Almighty.” It may bo interast- 
ing in this connection, to observe that the 
corpuscles of the human blood exceed in 
volume those of all our domesticated ani- 
mals. Human blood is, therefore, always 
detectable; it can be recognized under all 
and any circumstances, 

- The photomicrographical pictures of 

man’s beard hatr,”’ “tip of woman's 
hair,’’ tips of man’s hair,’’ “roots of wo- 
man’s hair,” “root of man’s hair’ given 
herewith also played a decisive part in a 
murder trial. wo men had been arrested 
for the murder of acertain person. On the 
garments of one, which wore saturated 
with blood, a woman’s hair had been 
found; that Is its identity as such was os- 
tablished only after it had beon photo- 
graphed under a microscope, as is shown 
in the engraving oxhibiting tips and roots 
of Woman's hair. Upon the person of the

second prisoner was also a quantity of hu- 
man hair found. Tho microscopical cam- 
era showed that it was man's hair, partly 
from the head and partly from the beard, 
Tho person murdered was a woman, tho 
wife of she first prisoner, and the hair on 
his clothes was {dentical with that on tho 
dead woman's head. This settled his con- 
nection with tho case, 

The prosecution maintained that more 
than one person had been concerned in the 
murder, The second prisoner, however, 
claimed an alibl, which could not te dis. 
puted by direct evidence, as it turned out 
Finally tho judicial oxpert hit upon the 
Plan to compare the halr found on tho 
clothes of the second prisoner with thoso 
of the first prisoner, Specimens of the 
latter kind were procured, but ocular com- 
parison failed to establish thelr sim ilart- 
ty. Then photomlcrography was tried 
and by these means it was proved be yond 
doubt that tho hair came from the same 
head and beard, 

‘To fully appreciate this {t must be undor- 
stood that human hatr differs vastly —'no 
two hairs uliko,"’ says n sclontist. A hair

In preserving the brain, various methods 
are In use, depending on whats desired 
to be done with itin the future, If for 
microscopical study, Muller's fluid, con- 
sisting mainly of bichromate of potash, is 
often used; this stains the tissue a bright 
yellow, in which stage itis dificult to 
photograph, even with color sereen and 
the isochromatic plate, but in the course of 
time it will become brown, and finally an 
olive green color, when it will be found to 
be comparatively hard, and will photo- 
graph easily. If the brain should be pre- 
served in alcohol there is no trouble in 
taking it, as it remains whiie. The glist- 
ening membrane, before spoken of, is usu- 
ally taken off before the brain is put into 
the hardening fluid, 


Pins. 

From the old English term of pin- 
money which originally meant the entire 
sum of monoy settled on a wife for her pri- 
vate exponse:, we can roadily sec that 
the pin was no small matter in olden 
times. It was not until the beginning of 
the sixteenth century that the metal pin 
Was invented,and, awkward and rough as 
these first pins were, they cost moro than 
eight times as much as the pins of to-day, 
and the monopolists of those days wero 
prohibited by a special law of Henry 
VIII. from charging any more than 6s 8d 
per 1,000 for thom, When we remember 
that this sum represented threo times as 
much value in those olden days as now, 
we get some idea of how expensive an 
article was the old-time pin, and how ao- 
coptable a gift a package of them must 
haye been to the Jadies of the courts of 
Anne Boleyn and of her daughter, Eliza- 
beth, A common New Year’s gift it was, 
though the gift of pins even In those days 
partook oftener of the nature of brooches 
and jeweled pins, than thoso of ordinary 
metal. This {s shown by the charactor 
called ‘*Now Year's Gift’? in Ben Jon- 
son’s “* Masque of Christmas,'’ having his 
hat stuck full of brooches. 

Previous to the sixteonth century the 
pins of the wealthier classes were made of 
bone, boxwood and silyer,and those of the 
poorer classes of wood. A strange sort of 
housewifery must haye been required to 
get ready tho family clothing for the sea- 
son, when needles and pins wero sich rari- 
ties and so clumsy and inadequate to the 
needs, Of necessity the clothing was 
scarce, Undergarments were of the sim- 
plest and most limited kind. Stockings 
were sewed out of homespun cloth. ‘The 
outer garments were of the stoutest home- 
spun made with the simplest seams. That 
itis quite possible to make artistic gar- 
ments in this simple way with even the 
clumsiest of wooden needles may be secon 
by inspecting o Japanese dress or old 
Greolan costume, where with limited grace 
of effect, garments are constructed with 
the vory latest number of seams. And the 
artists of to-day tell us that the Grecian, 
Japanese and the early English costumes 
made in this simple way are models of 
grace and beauty far superior to elaborate 
gowns. Tho pin and the neodle have ren- 
dered possible the art of dress-making as 
it 1s to-day, where the dress of the poorest 
girl in our land might centuries ago haye 
attracted the envy of a princess. Tho tex 
ture of the cloths, the mannor in which 
thoy are made and the multiplicity of the 
garments would have been nothing short 
of n wonder in tho twelfth century. 

{*What becomes of the pins?’ Of tho 
millions which aro yearly manufactured, 
used and swept away, no sign remains, 
Tho pin yirtually is indestructible Mke 
nalls, but it is not, ike nalls pub to a uso 
where it romains permanently in one place 
80 that there must be thousands of pins 
lost to ono nail, yet itis a rarity to find 
an old rusty pin. It seems impossible 
that tho time should not come when wo 
would have asurfolt of the old, yet now pins 
aro continually belong manufactured and 
continually being purchased, Noxt to tho

The passenger on a transatiantio steam- 
ship who seeks relief from the monotony 
of the voyago ina visit to the engine ~and 
fire rooms must be prepared for an ordeal 
somewhat different from that which is 
expected usually. 
little alarming.

After he gets inside of these, and has 
wrapped the extra fulness several times 
around him, he puts on a jumper over his 
waistooat, his coat being left behind, and 
pulls a greasy cap down over his cara.

Of course there isan immense amount of 
detail in the management of the engines 
At the head of the force 
is the chief engineer. He has three first 
assistants, and they take turns in the 
actual running of the machinery. One of 
these men is in charge of the entire engine 
plant all the time. He has two assistants 
tohelp him. They are called second as- 
sistant engiueers, One of these has charge 
direotly of the engine rooms and the other 
has charge of the fire rooms. Each of the 
second assistant engineers has assistants, 
and so work is subdivided from watch to 
watch. Each watch is required to clean 
up the machinery before going off duty, 
and the new watch refuse to take hold 
until an inspection shows thitt they will 
not be held responsible for any negleot or 
defect in the work of those who have 
preceded them. There are eicht oilers 
for each engine at every watch. There 
are also three electricians for the dynamo 
rooms and two engineers for the refriger- 
ating plant, Inthe fire room one stuker 
takes care of three fires, and one coal 
passer brings coal for four tires, The 
requirement of every man throughout this 
busy place may be summed up in the 
words, ‘watch, work, clean.” The pasa- 
engers rarely see any of the men, skilled 
and unskilled, who push the ship along,

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| A PROGRESSIVE PROVINCE 


QUEBEC HAS ENTERED UPON A 
NEW ERA OF PROSPERITY. 


Some Points Brought Out in a Speech 
Delivered by Quebec's Commisstoner 
of Agriculture at n kers’ Asso. 
elation Banquet in the City of Quebec 


Probably no part of the country deserves 
more oredit for progress during the last 
few years than ths Province of Quebec, 


It seems to haye entered upon a new era 
in the production of wealth. Quietly going 
about their business, dropping old indus- 
rial methods and adopting improvements, 
ts people as a whole have greatly increns- 
ed the proceeds of their labour. This is 
itrikingly shown in a receny speech of its 
Commissioner of Agriculture, the Hon. 
Louis Beaubien, delivered at the banquet 
of the Bankers’ Association in the city of 
That contains many points 
which the interested reader will mentally 
underline, The first of these is the aston- 
ishing advance made in the dairy produc- 
tion, In the year 1890 the quantity of 
cheese made in the province was 23,626,- 
950 pounds, valued at $2,362,595 ; of but. 
ter, 2,779,668 pounds, valued at $555,932. 
In the year 1894 these figures had swollen 
to 55,180,696 Pounds of cheese, valued at 
$5,518,069, and 7,704, 172, pounds of butcer, 
valued at $1,540,834. That is, in four 
years Quebec had increased its output of 
cheese by nearly 140 per cent., and its 
output of butter by nearly 200 per cent 
In 1891 the number of cheese factories 
and creameries was 722; now it is 1,453; 
The great value of the dairy industry to 
the province is not to be wholly measured 
by the

it aggregates. As Mr. Beaubien shows, 
that industry isa source from whicha large 
volume of money is distributed every year 
directly to the body of the people, The 
cheese sales of last year pumped into the 
circulation of the province above five and a 
half million dollars, while the money rea- 
lized for butter added another million and 
a half. Seven million dollar® flowing into a 
single province, and passing immdiately into 
the hands of a saving class of farmers, would 
break the force of a severe depression. In 
their annual addresses the bankers them- 
selves have again and again referred to the 
cheese industry as one of our strongest lines 
of defence against depression. In Quebec 
it is the mainstay of good times. Nor in 
that province is it by any means a full 
grown induetry. The conditions are most 
favourable for a long continuance of the 
present ratio of increase, Mr, Beaubien 
points to the splendid expanses of pasture 
lands on the sides of the Laurentian hills, 
He dwells on the enthusiasm with which 
the people have gone into the busineas of 
butter and cheese-making. ‘This spicit of 
progress is not only building up a great 
dairy industry ; it isin fact changing and 
improving the whole art of agriculture in 
the province, It is fostered by the public 
men, by the bishops and by the clergy of 
the province. The farmers assemble in 
public meetings to discuss matters pertain- 
taining to their calling, agricultural 
societies, numbering 73 four years ago,have 
grown ioto 600; for the agricultural jour- 
nals there are 50,000 aubscribers, whereas 
four years ago there were but 7,000 ; 125 
pupils attend the agricultural schools, In 
these schools the clergy have undertaken 
to tind pupils, 

TWO IMMENSE MEETINGS, 
presided over by Lieutenant-Governor 
Chapleau, and by the Archbishop of Mon- 
treal and the Bishop of Three Rivers, have 
been held to wend their children to the 
agrioultural schoole, Great resulta are in 
sight as the fruit of the Provincial Goyern- 
ment’s wise policy in regard to winter 
butter, The pattern for that policy is 
Denmark, which surpasses all other coun+ 
tries in the quantity und the quality of its 
butter exports, To study the Danish 
system oflicere were sent fromthe Commis- 
sioner’s Department. But the grand 
natural resources and the fine indvatrial 
accomplishments of the province are not 
the only evidences of wealth and prosperity 
to which Mr, Beaubien can point with 
pride. He can show « deposit account to 
the credit of the people in the savings 
banks thut is gratifyingly large and cum- 
ulative. Jn fact if our saving classes in 
' Ontario are not careful those of Quebec 
will soon bave the larger balance in the 
savings banks. Quebec people have $17,- 
262,801 in those institutions; Ontario 
| people havo $15,581,848, In the last four 


|} years prior to this one, however, Ontario 


deposits have increased by buta little over 

10 per cent., whereas those of Quebec have 

sed by nearly 18.

aprons are handsome, with deep hems and

Variety is assured by an occasional deep 
rufile or one or two pockets. Tho sewing 
aprons have deep pockets, and in a few of 
the dainty lawn aprons for the mistross a 
jaunty pocket has place. 

The young seamstreas is still able to con- 
trol tho manufacture of her aprons herself. 
To accomplish the amount of work last 
year, howevor, the greatest system and 
application were nceessary. Days were 
spent in running up nothing but the tiles 
or strings. Yard after yard of this ribbon- 
like work was neatly fashioned, hemmed 
en both sides, then divided off in proper 
lengths. Other days would be devoted to 
nothing but the hemming of the bottoms 
of the aprons,snd on other days the gather- 
ing would claim attention. All work is 
done on the machine. 

The young apron maker has an eye to 
color also, and in the selection of her ging- 
hams and muslins makes choice of the 
sweetest design3 in checks or stripes, pink, 
blue, brown or whatever tint may be the 
choice at the time. 

The aprons for the nurses, for the sery- 
ing maids, or for the mistress, however, are 
always of the regulation white, the mater- 
ial only varied with the style. Tho little 
apron vender confesses to the fact that in 
an apron which solls for fifty cents, owing 
to the reduced rate in her purchase of 
material by the wholesale, the actual out- 
lay is but a trifle over sixteen cents. 


Boston’s Great Water Scheme, 


An engneering plan of enormous pro- 
portions, and one that will cost $27,000,- 
000 to complete, is the metropolitan water 
supply system which the Massachusetts 
Legislature authorized at the last session, 
It proposes to furnish an adequate supply 
of water for Boston, Cholsea, Kyorett, 
Malden, Medford, Nowton and Somerville, 
and to the six small towns lying nearest 
to Boston. The population in this district 
includes about one-third the entire popu- 
lation of the state, and it is growing with 
disproportionate rapidity. Manifestly, 
then, the problem of furnishing the district 
with good water is not a simple or inex- 
pensive one to solye. The nearest source 
where a sufficient quantity of pure water 
can be found is the south branch of the 
Nashua Rivor, and this will yleld 472, 000, - 
000 gallons daily, a supply adequate for 
the wants of the district for somo time to 
como. By thesterms of the moasure which 
tho Logislature has passed, the cities of 
Woburn ana Quincy, with a cluster of 
towns around thom, are to be allowed to 
enter the district,if they shall decide to do 
go, and it is believed that the water system 
which has been planned will be able to 
supply thur wants, in addition to the cities 
and towns included in the original dis- 
trict. A metropolitan water board has 
been created by the Legislature to have 
charge of this great public enterprise and 
is empowered to issue bonds to the amount 
of the ostimated cost of the works, payable 
in gold after a term of four years, A sink- 
ing fund, which isto be increased by regu- 
lar investments from the water rentals, is 
provided for on a plan thut will recure the 
payments of the bonds at maturity, Alto- 
gothor the enterprise is one that excites in- 
terest by its magnitude and the methods 
by which its object is to bo secured,

M. Louis Pasteur, tho colobratod chom- 
ist and biologist, 14 dead. 

‘Tho nows of M Pastour's death will be 
recoived throughout tho elvillzad world 
with ashock of real regret. bow mon 
havo excited so much interest in them- 
solvos or their work as this distinguishod 
chomist, whose labors and resourches haye 
related directly to the vital welfare of 
mankind, 

Apart from his sclontifio labors, the life 
of Louls Pastour wasa yory simple one. His 
fathor, © tanner, had served as a soldier 
und rwWapoleon, married and settled at 
Dolo, where Louis was born, Decomber 27, 
1822. ‘lwo year® lator his parents moved 
to Arboles, haying purchased a tannery in 
that town, Louis was sont to the local 
school, and thon to Besancon College pro- 
paratory to entering the Kcole Normale 
at Paris, At the Keolo and also at 
tho Sorbonne, he deyoted himself passion- 
ately to the study of chemistry, until he 
perfected himself in a knowledge that ho 
has since exorolsed for tho benefit af the 
entire human raco 

So deep indeed was his devotion to the 
study of chemistry that upon the morning 
of his marriagoe—ho was then assistant 
professor of chomistry ot the Strasburg 
University—ho had to be fetched from the 
laboratory, an incident that Mme, Pasteur 
has frequently smiled over whon speaking

It 1s the earthworms that are the 
vehicles of the disease, which they bring 
from the depths to the surface mixed with 
tho soil that they have swallowed, and 
these germs are scattered over the fields 
and are o constant source of contagion for 
the sheep or cattle that are grazing— 
whence tho deduction that {t is necess 
to set aside for the burial of animals kill- 


of tho happiness which has always attend: 
od their married Hfo. The only break in 
that happiness was tho anxiety surround- 
ing an attack of paralysis, which seized 
him in 1868, and the events of the war of 
1870. 

Pastour's scientific record is a long and 
honorable one, But of all his achieye- 
ments in the domain of chemistry and bi- 
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LOUIS PASTEUR, 


ology none has brought him such wide- 
spread fame as his discoyery of an inocu- 
lation for the prevention of hydrophobia, 
The operation of inoculating for hydro- 
phobia is founded on the theory that if an 
“fattenuated’’ microbe—that is, a microbe 
so treated that his power of doing harm 
has been reduced to a low degree—is intro- 
duced into a body he will produce an in- 
disposition, which is not itself serious, but 
which is sufficient to render the body 
proof against attacks of the original 
microbe. 

Now M, Pasteur discoyered that it is 
possible to so treat amiorobe that his 
power of evil is of any degree—that is, to 
“exalt’’ as well as to ‘‘attenuato’’ him. 
Waving these microbes of varying 
strengths he invented a method of gradu- 
ated yacoination—that is, by beginning 
with a virus of low degree and inoreasing 
each day the strength of the virus, an 
operator arrives at a point where he can 
vaccinate a body with a virus stronger 
than thoro is any danger of its over being 
exposed to in nature, 

He thus secures lasting immunity, 
Thus, in yaccinating against rabies, the 
pationt is treated first with a weak virus; 
this is followed by one more powerful and 
soon, untilat theenda highly exalted 
one is injected safely. Such is the treat- 
ment practised in the now celebrated Pas- 
tour Institute, inthe Rue Dutot, Paris, 
which is supported by the State, and has 
been yisited for treatment by persons from 
all parts of the world. 

It was in 1880 that M, Pasteur began 
with his collaborator, M. Roux, the study 
of rabios. Ho first found that the yirus of 
rabies only exists in a pure state in the 
nervous system. Ho thon found that by 
placing directly the virus on the surface of 
the brain of a dog under experiment the 
uncertainty of the perlod of incubation 
Was dono away with. Soon, after a series 
of inoculations from rabbit to rabbit 
these animals when innoculated in tne 
brain died from rabies after a fixed period 
of incubation of seyen days. M. Pasteur 
had therofore in his possession a pure 
virus, with a regular and constant action, 
and was tn a position to take the last step 
in the subject. As ho could not act direct- 
ly on the microbe of rabies, he undertook 
to attontuate it in its abode of predilection, 
the nervous tissues. He therefore took the 
spine of a goad rabbit and set it to dry in 
4 bottle with two tubes containing dry 
air, Kaoh day the tissue and virus lost a 
little of its strength, which was reduced 
toa minimum on the fifteenth day, 

Once in possession of a scale of virulence 
going from the deadly nervous tissue in a 
frosh condition to the attenuated tissue 
two weoka old, he bogan his vaccinating 
experiments with dogs before and after 
infection by inoculating fragments of 
tissue mixed with a sterilized water and 
ot Increasing virulence, It was found that 
dogs tronted in this way, oven after being 
bitten, and oven after being trephined and 
inoculated, usually recovered, or, rather, 
did not develop rables—in other words, 
wero vaccinated, 

M. Pasteur was ot this point of his ox- 
porimonts whon an occasion presented It- 
self to apply thom in a practical way, 
which was dono with complete success in 
July, 1885, when a youth, named Molstor, 
who had been badly bitten by a mad dog, 
was Inoculated, Sinco that time inooula- 
tion against rablos hus beon steadily car- 
ried out at the Pastour Institute, and 
thero are but fow who now quostion its 
harmlosanoss and officacy. 

‘Tho study of rabies absorbed the last 
stage of M, Pastour's solentific life, But 
for many yoars before deyoting himeelf to 
this department of research, ho had beon 
engaged in work which, had it stood 
alone, would haye entitled him to a high 
Place in the temple of fame, His investl- 
gations into the phonomona of formonta- 


tion enabled him to proyo that formenta- 
fion, the overlasting movemont of matter 
is governed by mivroscopical plants, by 
microbos, and that each fermentation or 
each form of change in organ! matter

Such were some of the principal labors 
of the great savant who has just passed 
away. His life was a quiot one “in the 
serene peaco of laboratories and libraries’ 
and the chiof Jandmarks in it are soon 
told. Hewas successively assistant in 
physical sclences and preparator in chem- 
istry at the Ncole Normale and doctor of 
sclonces, A fow years later he became 
professor in Strasburg, then dean of the 
solentifie faculty of Lille, From this city 
he was in 1857, recalled to Paris to bo- 
come director of scientific studies at the 
Ecole Normale, then professor of geology, 
physics and chemistry at the Beaux Arts; 
finally professor of chemistry at the Sor- 
bonne. The Academy of Sciences the 
Academy of Medicine and, finally, the 
French Academy, opaned their doors to 
hun, 

In 1874 he was voted a life annuity of 
12,000f., which the following year was in- 
creased by 6,000f. He was made Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honor in 1878, 
From the entire world he has received the 
most flattering and onyiable honors’ and 
distinctions. On December 27, 1892, on 
the motion of the medical and surgical 
section of the Academy of Sciences, the 
seventieth anniversary of his birth was 
celebrated in the old Sorbonne, Whe Presi- 
dent of the Republic, the Ministers, the 
members of parliament, the diplomatic 
body, tho scientific societies of France and 
delegates from tho universities and col- 
leges of the whole world came and pre- 
sented to Pasteur the tribute of their en- 
thusiastic admiration. 

Only once did Pasteur issue from his 
working retreat, ‘This was in 1871, dur- 
ing the bombardment of Paris by the Ger- 
mans. Pasteur wrote to the dean of the 
University of Bonn to request him to 
erase his name from the list of honorary 
doctors of the uniyersity ‘‘as a mark of 
the indignation felt by a French savant 
for the barbarism and hypocrisy which to 
satisfy criminal pride persist in the mas- 
sacre of two great nations,’’

but it is more physically taxing than 
linery. Mending, manicuring, shampo 
ing, can all be depended on to bring th 
numerous half dollars from wealthier stu 
dents. A great many rich girls aro will- 
ing to pay the expenses of another girl 
who will take care of hor room, mend her 
clothes, help her with her studies and in 
general relieve her of the burden whie 
college life imposes on her.

The result was that ho totally ruined the 
effect of his dinner, and instead of praising 
his hospitality, the guests aro all denoun- 
cing his meanness, 

Another wealthy man, who supplies his 


guests with the very finest cigars after 
dinner and in the smoking-room, has a 
curious and undignified weakness, With 


the cigars and the lights is handed round 
a clgar-cutter, of a box shapo, like those in 
tobacconists’ shops with which the guests 
are expected to nip off the ends of their 
cigars. Moreover, this ls no mere conyen- 
ience. The guest who attempts to use a 
knife for the purpose will find that the 
host's oye is upon him, and the host’s 
voice will tell him in anxious tones that 
the cutter will come to him directly. 

If ho persists, he will find to his amaze- 
ment that the host is appealing to him not 
to ‘spoil’? such a good cigar by ‘hacking 
it about.’’

Marshal Ney. 

With the revival of the Napoleonic le- 
gend, itis not singular that we shcold 
haye books sbout his aides and subordt 
nates, A very curious ono has lately been 
published ontitled ‘‘Historic Doubts as to 
the Iixecution of Marshal Ney."’ We all 
remember Archbishop Whateloy’s brochure 
called ‘Historic Doubts Concerning Na- 
poleon Bonaparte,’’ in which he grayely 
argued that no such person ever existod. 
This was pure satire and so intended. 
Thero have been other similiar satires 
moant to point moral or adorn a tale, but 
that is not the case in the presont instance, 
The writer James Weston, undertakes to 
proye that Marshal Ney was not executed, 
as all the world has hitherto believed, His 
apparent execution was a delusion, and 
through the connivance of the French Goy- 
ernment he mado his escape to America, 
and resided In North Carolina, where he 
became a school teacher. His actual death 
occurred in 1846, Tho marshal's name, it 
will bo remembered, was Michel Noy. The 
American Noy was Peter S., assumed, ac- 
cording tothis author, for purposes of 
concealment, It is quite a pretty story, 
as storles go,ingenious enough to be true, 
and, indeed, we would all prefer it to be 
true. A ory of horor resounded over 
Kurope when Ney fell. Ho fought a hun- 
dred battles for France and never one 
against her,and yet ha was shot as a trait- 
or, It js not a pleasant chapter in history 
to read, and if Mr. Weston could make out 
his case all mankind would praise him, 
Unhappily, the attempt only resomblos 
that which some half century ago endeay- 
ered to convince the world that we had a 
Bourbon among us. ‘Do not read history 
to mo,’’ sald Sir Robert Walpole, ‘for that 
must bo false,"’ and it {s doubtless truo 
that many events have been misrepresent- 
ed. Bat in the main, the outlines are cor- 
rect, nnd we must goby that which is 
writton down, Marshal Ney was most 
cruclly shot to death, and it is 1 stain on 
Wellington's fame that ho refused to saye 
him.

The late maile have brought us eomo 
official roports of the English crops for 1405 
which cannot fail to be always welcome in 
Conada, The firat point which they disclose 
ia the probability ofan active demand for 
our surplus grain in the ensuing harvest- 
year, The area of wheat in 1895 has shown 
& somewhat startling decrease, It has 
fallen off no less than 510,000 wores, and 
stood at only 1,417,000 acres against 
1,927,000 in 1894, being @ decline of no less 

This un- 
paralleled decrease in acreage is ascribed 
40 the unremunerative prices which have 
prevailed all through the crop-year, which 
tarted with the weekly average of English 
wheat, declined to 17s.

Great atrides along peculiar lines are being 
made in the English and Continental stand- 
ing armies with the military bicycle and 
the military roller-skate. 1t has been found 
that messages can be conveyed on the wheel 
more expeditiously, cheaply and noiseleasly 
than in any other manner, It has now 
been proposed in England and Italy that 
each military wheelman should carry, strap- 
ped upon his back,a pair of well-oiled roller 
skates, 

The old army officers that have studied 
the problem declare that “*Tommy Atkins’ 
and his Italian prototypes can make with a 
little practice sixty-live to seventy miles a 
day on roller skates without feeling it very 
much, The roads of England and the Con- 
tinent are excellent, quite a number of 
them being old Roman Highways, and a 
roller-skater can travel along them quite as 
easily ashe can ona smooth board floor, 
Every bicycle courier despatched on an 
important mission may meet with disaster 


at critical moment, his machine being 
disabled by a well-placed shot or his tire 
getting punctured. ‘Then, with hardly an 
instaat’s delay he could

and hurry off upon them at at least two- 
thirds of his cycle speed. 

Italy has experimented along theee lines 
to a considerable extent, and has proved 
the roller-skate bicyclist to be of consider- 
able value. Men practising are not infre- 
quently seen round about Rome, and King 
Humbert has signified approval, In Eng- 
land H. R. H, the Duke of Cambridge is 
known to have been on advocate of this 
novelty in warfare, and though he has lett 
the army,there is little doubt that certain 
of the troops will be fitted out with ‘foot 
wheels,” 

Tt is altogether appropriate for Italy to 
lead in the establishment of a corps of 
bicyclist-roller skate messengers, for itis a 
matter of history that this peninsula of 
Europe, known as the ‘f boot’’ actually 
originated the cycle as a war vehicle. The 
first trials of the wheel in the battlefield 
were made during the Italian field manceu- 
vres of 1875. The machines of that day 
were badly geared, heavy, aud they would 
seem antiquated beside the daintily adjust- 
ed cycles of 1895, but nevertheless they 
proved of service. ‘* The bioycliste of 
Somma” will always go down to fame in 
the wheeling world, for they were the firat 
to carry military diapatches of any kind. 

Four years ago Kogland numbered in the 
cyclist section of her army (this including 
the reserves) a trifle over 5,000 men, Since

A LARGE INOREASE. 

The most famous detachment in the United 
Kingdom is the ‘iweuty-sixth Middlesex 
Cyclist Corps, of London, an organization

Taking the figure 100 as representing an 
average crop, we find the condition of wheat 
stated at about 77 3-4 ; that of barley ata 
shade below 86; and that of oats at §0, 
These figures show wheat at almost 22 
points Below last year ; barley at 16 points 
and oats at 21 1-4 points decline, with the 
figures on all considerably below those in 
any of the three preceding yeare, This 
indicates ap active demand for imports as 
almost certain, Imports for the crop-year 
ended on the 3lat ult., show those of wheat 
and flour as equal to no less than 24,872,000 
qrs., & sinst 22,532,000 in that preceding, 
This is something serious, more particularly 
as it seems to have been but little in excess 
of wants, Stocks at the eight principal 
ports of the United Kingdom on the lst 
ult, stood at 1,960,000 qre, of wheat and 
850,000 sacks of flour, against 1,425,000 
ars, of wheat and 785,000 sacks of flour at 
the corresponding date last year, thus 
showing nearly all imported to have beeo 
consumed. With both acreage and yield 
of wheat decreased 89 seriously as we have 
already seen to be the case, there can be no 
doubt that atill increasing imports of wheat 
and flour will be needed in ths coming 
harvest-year. How much the increase is 
likely to bs we do not care to estimate ; 
what we are now concerned with is some- 
thing definite ; and on this point there 
seems to be little doubt that English wants 
will show a still 


FURTHER INOREASE 


in the coming year. Prices, of course, will 
be ruled by the quantity which exporters 
have to offer, as well as that which 
importers may want. The available 
supplies in exportizg countries is a very 
wide question ; and materials to answer it 
dog matically are aa yet haraly forthcoming. 
Advices have not, on the whole, pointed to 
increasing supplies ; but it nay be well to 
remurk, on the other side of the case, that 
a Montreal contemporary quotes cable 
despatches from London reporting sales of 
Manitoba wheat for September, October, 
and November delivery, at prices which 
would not haye returned over 63 to 640, 
afloat at New. York. 

‘These sales, however, can be taken only 
as an indication of passing opinion in the 
méat changeable market in the world, And 
estimates of wheat production show a de- 
crease on those of 1894 in nearly all 
countries, In Europe the only increase 
estimated is small, being thav in Belgium 
and Holland, Austro-Hungery and 
Roumania, leaving the total production 
expected to be about 186 million quarters, 
against 194 millions last year, And outside 
Europe we find an increase of 750,000 qra. 
expected in Argentina; but both India and 
North America estimated

A short chapter on plowing Is given by 
the Amorican Agriculturist which will be

Orif o wheol is used lot that bo 
placod at the proper holght, adjust the 
cloyis and let out the traces until the wheel 
runs on the ground all tho way. A plow 


properly adjusted will run flat, and will 
not bevel its point; while if it isadjusted

with high olevis and short tracos it will 
bevel its point by continually ranning on 
its nose, and will jump itsolf out of the 
ground at every slight obstruction. The 
side adjustmont is governed by the same 
principles, and there should be no undue 
pressure on the landside. Some soils will 
benr deep plowing, and are positively 
benefited by it, but others aro injured, 

‘The first consideration in plowing a 
fleld, is how to lay out the work. An old- 
time custom, still all too common and 
popular, because {it requires only the 
ininimum of brain labor, was to simply go 
around the fleld and forever and forever 
turn the furrows outward toward the 
fences. The result may be seen in many 
an old fleld in the accumulated depth of 
soil near the fences, while a gaping central 
dead furrow with its attenuated corner 
dead furrows reaching to the fences, is 
enough to make the cold chills run down 
the back of a tidy modern farmer. The 
effect of this kind of plowing is shown in 
Fig, 1, the shaded portions showing the 
accumulations of soil near the fences by 
the ‘round and round’’ system. 

As a partial remedy for this evil, some 
have practised a system of “‘back furrow- 
ing’’ away from the fences. The effects of 
this are shown in Fig 2, where it is seen 
that, whilo it keops the soil from accumu- 
lating near the fences, as under the other 
system, still the evils are only transferred 
to another part of tho fleld, the center of 
the field being denuded, while the soil con- 
tinues to be piled in ridges. Even when 
tho back furrows are laid out of unequal 
width, the unequal distribution of the soil 
is only a little more spread and less appar- 
ent. 

To avoid all these imperfections, I plow 
my fields toward the center. Begin by 
providing a few dozen light stakes, and a 
twine a hundred féet in length. Now, 
with an assistant, measure the length of 
the string from the fence, and set a few 
stakes, as shown by the outer dotted line

ain Fig. 3. Beginning at these stakes 
measure Inward again and set stakes as 
before, and repeat the process until you 
have reduced the fleld to a small center or 
core bounded in the figure by the inner 
dotted line b. Now begin to plow at he 
middle of this center piece, turning the 
furrows toward tho center, and being care- 
ful to finish even tothe stakes. Then 
back-furrow from each corner of this cen- 
tral piece, to the corresponding corner of 
the fleld, going out and back twice on each 
corner, 

The fleld will then appear as shown in 
Fig. 4, and you can begin plowing all the 
way around the central piece, turning the 
furrows toward the center until the fleld 
is completed, The different sets of stakes 
will serve as guides by which the different 
sides of the piece will be kept even, and 
the whole will finigh even to the fence. A 
labor-saving oxpedient, is to simply back- 
furrow the corners of the fleld,as shown in 
Fig. 4. If it is sod you are plowing, when 
you reach the back-furrowed corner of the 
fleld, without stopping the team you sim- 
ply roll the plow oyer on the moldboard, 
and while the team makes an easy turn, 
you guide the plow to its place and let it 
take its furrow on the other side without 
pause or hindrance, In fact the corner is 
turned in this way mueh ensior and quick- 
er than in the ordinary manner of going 
around the land.

KALADAR, Oct. 10—The terrible holo- 
cauvt at Loon Lake at midnight on Tuc 
day, proves upon fuller investigation to be 
oven worse than at first reported, in ita 
awful dotails of aeath and destruction, The 
statement that rix of tho children of 
Thomas Lindony perished in the cruel flames 
is unhappily verified, and in addition Mr, 
Liodesy himself was so frightfully injured 
in his frenzied efforts to save bis children 
that he will probably be crippled for life, 
and may possibly partially lose his sight, 
and Mrs Lindsuy is alse eulferivg from very 
puinful bavbs, which wil!, however, vot 
prove seriour, The names of the six poor 
victims of the appaling disaster are as follows 
Charlotte Lindsay, aged twenty-one years ; 
Pauline Victoria Lindsay, aged eeventeen 
years; Rosina Lindsay; aged thirteen years; 
Thomas Adam Lindsay, aged eight years; 
Guy W. Lindeay, aged five and a half years, 
and Ula Pearl Lindsay, aged one year, 
These were all sleeping togetherin o large 
bedroom upstairs, and after the fire was dis 
covered no one heard a cry ora moan from 
apy ono of thom, so that it may be hoped, 
as some slight alleviation of the crushing 
blow, that death camo painlessly by suffo 
cation before thn relentless flames reached 
thom. The other five members of the 
family, father, mother, two girls and ono 
little boy, were sleeping down stairs, and 
they narrowly escaped with their lives, The 
house, with ite entire contents, was com- 
pletely consumed, the total movetary loss 
being about $1,000, upon which there was 
pota dollay’a worth of ivsurance, Three 
lumbermen, who were occupying temporsry 
sleeping quarters in another room upstairs, 
dropped trom a window and escaped bodily 
injury, though they lost everything but the 
clothes they could snatch up in their flight. 

Tho scene of the disaster ie a thou and- 
acre farm which forms a peninsula in Loon 
lake, in the township of Anglesea, abvut 
twenty-five miles northwest of this place, 
tho nearest railway tlation and telegraph 
office, and somewhat further northeast of

Marg aret, the eldcet girl, had gone to bed 
with a bad attack of neur sigia, and bed lain 
down without undressing, Dhe others had 
anatched up a few garments, and theve they 
put on os they stood watching the destruc- 
tion of their home, Then, when the last 
lingering hope had did away, the heart 
broken little group sought eheitor av the 
dismantled shanty while the men went to 
the stable cod hitched up tho toom, Then 
the poor rempante of that erstwhile happy 
and united family, five survivors of eleven, 
started on their dreary journey of wight 
miles over rocks ond fallen timber to Mrs. 
Lindsay's father’s farm, the husband, fren- 
zied with his awful bereavement and inteneo 
agony of his own injuries, walking the whole 
distance, being unable to bear tho jolting 
of the woggon or the inactivity of the drive, 
It was three o'clock yesterday moruing 
when the little company reached its destina- 
tion, and arousing the startled grandparents, 
told their pitiful tale of woo, 
There I found them this afternoon, As 
I drove up to the unpretentious little log 
house a decrepid old mon came down tho 
path and greeted me. Having learned that

he was John Lamb, Mra, Lindsay’s father, 
and that his stricken daughter waa within, I 
was hospitably invited inside. Extering 
the large, low-pitched living room, the first 
object that attracted my attention was a 
mattrese on the {ffoor, upon which was 
stretched the motionless figure of » map, 
covered all but the feet with ashawl. It 
was poor Lindsay, who lay in a half-doze, 
silently bearing the excruciating pains of 
his terrible burns, Both hands were wrap. 
ped up in bandages, and I learned that the 
doctor, who had just left bim but a moment 
before my airival, had gave doubts of saving 
either of them, eo horribly had they been 
injured, Hie weeping wife eat in a rocking 
chair beside him, nursing baby Lula; little 
Felix played at her feet, eli unconscious of 
the dire calamity that had overshadowed 
them, while Muryaret, a pleasant faced, 
intelligent girl, eat near by, silently mourn- 
ing ber lost sisters and companions, There 
were many relatives present, for they are a 
large family, After a few {ntroductory 
worde, Iasked how Mr. Lindsay was get- 


Tweed, It isa wild and lonely spot, six 
miles distant from the nearest neighbor, 
and approachable oaly by a little frequent- 
ed road running for miles through the 
shrubby bush, up bill and dowa dale, over 
rocks andcorduroy, the lust rix miles of 
which is nothing better than @ waggon 
track, which o good team can ecarcely 
cover in lees than an hour and a half, 
Threo yeors ago last April Thomas Lind- 
eay, with his wife aud sevea children, 
moved out from this township and took 
poseeesion of the farm. At first they occu- 
pied a little two roomed ehanty, but before 
the firet winter closed they hud orected the 
inore commodious dwelling house which is 
now in athes, Lindsay was a partial cripple 
having lost the full use of his right arm 
from rheumatism, But be was a steady 
fellow with a brave little wife and etrong, 
growing girls, who, in the absence of big 


brothers, could turn their hand to almost’ 


avything wround the farm. 

Yo better understand Tuesday night’s 
cruel tragedy a trief description of the 
house is necessary. It was o two story 
frame structure, facing south, with a 
kitchen lean-to across the back end. Along 
the east side ran the dining room, with a 
north door leadizg into the kitchen, and a 
stuircase along the west side to the upper 
storey, Lhe west half of the front was 
taken up by a sitting room, aod back of it 
was 4 bedroom with ou door connecting, 
Upstairs were threo bedrooms, correspond: 
ing in size and location to the three roome 
below, and over the kitchen the space be- 
neath the roof was used a storage room, 

On Tuesday night Mrs. Lindsay and the 
children retired shortly alter eight o'clock, 
the eldest girl, Murgaret, a young woman of 
twenty-three years,and baby Lula occupying 
a bed with their mother in the downstairs 
sleeping room, and Felix, a little lad of four 
summers,another bed in the same room, The 
other six children went to bed upstairs in 
the east room over the dinning-room, The 
father did not retire so early, but sat by 
the kitchen stove chatting with the three 
roomers, Peter Laberge and his son Joseph, 
und Joseph Remi, lumbermen, who had gone 
out to the place to lumber through the 
winter, and were staying a few days in the 
house while they fitted up their little shanty 
for permanent quarters, It was ten o'clock 
or thereabouts when the men separated, aud 
Lindsay himself was the last to leave the 
kitchen, after eeeing, as he thought, that 
the fire in stove, the only fire in tho house, 
was safely out, ‘Thethree roomers went up- 
stairs to ther room, the sitting room in the 
front of the hou-e, and the father turned 
in beside his boy in the downstairs bedroom, 
Scarcely an hour had elapsed when Mrs, 
Lindsay was aroused by a noise of crackling 
ond o deep, sullen roar, Sho started from 
the bed and crying loudly to tho others in 
the room, rushed through the sitting room 
tothe dining room when she saw a bright 
light shining under the kitchen door, Her 
husband was close behind her, and he 
started to open the door when ho was driven 
back by the advancing flames, 

“Save the children!” screamed the agoniz- 
ed mother and Lindsay ran to the staircase 
as his wife attempted to close the door again, 
in her futile efforta receiving the burnog on 
her hands and wrists from which she is 
suffering, while her hair was singed from 
the front of her head, Desisting in her un- 
availing endeaver, eho returaed to the bed- 
room to rescue the children there, and as 
the smoke was already blinding them and 
barring the way to the front door, which 
opened out from the dinihig-room at the foot 
of the stairs, sho smashed out the window 
frame and thoy all got out through it, 

In the meantime Lindsay had started up- 
staira, bu before he could get more than 
half way up the flames buret around him in 
a perfect hurricane of fury. Stunned, 
burned and blinded, he fell backwards to 
the ground and groped his way for the door, 
In hiv bewilderment he passed it, and found 
himself beside the sitting room window, 
which he dashed out and clambered through. 
The three men upstairs had been sroueed 
and were burryivg to escape, and the mother 
hearing the noise supposed the children were 
getting cutall right. It was not until she 
met her husband outside that she learned 
the awful fact of his failure, and at alimoat 
tho tame moment the roof crashed in and 
the eutire etructvre became a secthing 
furnace. To attempt to describe that 
moment of supreme anguish is uselvss, The 
overwhelinning horror of the scene has 
bereft tho help leee survivors of memory, und 
not one of thetn can to-day tell exactly what 
occurred in the few motnenta which follow- 
ed. 

The threo men in the upstaira room 
dropped from the window and reached the 


ting along, and his wife raised the shaw! 
that { might see his face. It was a distress. 
ing spectacle; the features were discolored 
and terribly swollen, so that both eyes were 
completely closed, Large blisters covered 
nearly the whole face, the lips were raw 
and bleeding, ths moustache burned off 
and the hair badly singed. When he 
made that fearful rush up the stairway he 
had on a wollen night cap, und to its pro- 
tection alone may be attributed the escape 
of the head from harm, for covery portion of 
the face and neck which was unprotected 
is terribly burned, Whether the eyes are 
pirmanently injured cannot yet be ascer- 
tained, por are the doctors eure whether be 
has been interoally hurt by inhaling the 
flames, In his fall down stairs his back 
was also hurt, und, altogether, under the 
most favorable circumstances, it will bea 
tedious recovery to even partial health, He 
roused up somewhat before I left and anid a 
few words; they were scarcely audible to any 
but his watchful wife, who, forgetful of her 
own hurts and sorrow, devoted hereelf to him 
and her remaining children. Now and 
again, as she eat gently rocking the baby 
the bitter tears would course unbidden down 
her cheeks, butshe bravely checked them, 
and strove for the sake of those yet left her 
to show a cheerful front to them and to hide 
her own consuming grief. 

After the embers had cooled, sympathetic 
neighbors made a search of the ruiue for the 
remains of the slaughtered family, Whe 
investigation was thorough and miuute, but 
all that could be recovered was a small 
handful of fragmentary bones, und these 
were given christian burial in Fliuton 
cemetery, Seldomhaait been the lutofa 
newspuper repreeentative in this province 
to disclose eo pathetic and heartrending a 
story us theabove. It is unnecessary to 
dweil upon the harrowiog details further 
than draw attention to the immediate needs 
of the sorely stricken family. Their dire 
bereavement time alone can soften ; human 
sympatby can do little if anything to lessen 
its auguish, Butthere is an opportunity 
for practical sympathy to ameliorate their 
temporal distress. House, furniture, clothes, 
all are gone; the winter's supplics of food 
and the material for winter clothing, which 
the dead girl Charlotte vas» muking up, ere 
completely wiped out; the bread-winner is 
helpless, and will be unable to earn 4 penny 
for mouthe; the poor old grand-parente are 
shelteriog taem at present, but they have 
little to spare of this world’s goods, aud a 
little immediate and wisely administered uid 
would prove an inestimable blessing to a 
worthy family suffering under a blow, the 
crushing awfuloess of which it is impossible 
to appreciate.—Toronto Globe.

A CHOLERA CURE, 


The Herald's Tokio despatch saya : It was 
announced some weeks ago that Dr. Kit- 
azato, a prominent native scientist of Tokio, 
bad discovered a sure cure forcholera. The 
doctor was invited to experiment in the 
cholera hospitals here, and it was ssid that 
out of 83 patients whom he treated but 12 
died. Thisis a mortality of 15 pcr cent. 
The average during the present epidemic 
throughout tho empire has been to date over 
68 per cent. It would seem that, while Dr, 
Kitazato has not produced a specific remedy, 
he has made a diecovery which cannot fail 
to prove of value to the medical profession. 
Nobody knows as yet the pvatcra of his 
treatment, but it is not to be supposed that 
he will long deny to acionce the character of 
his discovery, As the cholera is now slowly 
dying out io all sections of Japan, it may 
not be out of place to say that the splendid 
manner in which the authorities have fought 
the plague and kept it under control entitles 
them to admiration of the world, They 
have demonetrated that the way to crush 
epidemics is to fight oarnoestly, syetemat- 
ically and persistently. 


DEATH OF AN OLD RESIDENT OF 
TYENDINAGA, 

We have to record, this week, the death 
ofone of the oldest and most respected 
residents of the Township of Tyendinaga, 
in the person of Mrs. Ellen Kennedy, re 
lict of the late Richard Kennedy, who 
passed away on the 16th inst., surrounded 
»y her children and fortified by the rites 
of the Catholic church. The deceased 
lady was born in 1802 at Bogle, Co. Ros- 
comumon, Ireland, and came to this country 
in 1850, settling in Tyendinaga, and resid- 
ing ever since on the homestead where she 
died.

MENT.

The Bay of Quinte delegates made their 
headquarters at the British Américan hotel. 
The Premier was the guest of John Meln- 
tyre, Q.C. The Deseronto delegutes occu 
pied places. on the platform during the 
ceremony which was witnessed by a vast 
multitude, and which was also of a very 
imposing character. Interesting addresses 
were delivered by the Premier, Lieut-Goy- 
ernor Kirkpatrick, Hon. D. Montague, 
Hon. G. W. Ross and others. 

THE MONUMENT. 

The monument, which is very imposiny, 
Stauds at the main entrance to the city 
park, facing cityward, On each side stands, 
Keeping grim silent sentry one of the 
“Tawny guns of Malakoff” taken by the 
Britisb troops at Sebastopol when that 
stronghold fellin 1856. The statue is a 
magnificent piece of work by Mr. G. Wade, 
of London, England, and represents Sir 
John in the uniform of a Privy Councillor. 
Itis of massive bronze, eleven feet in 
height, and weighs two and one half tons. 
Tt is undoubtedly very faithful as a charac- 
teristic likeness; which, as the sculptor 
had not the assistance of life studies in his 
work, reflects the greatest credit upon him. 
Tt possesses that delicate greenish caste, 
resembling the verde antique of the cele- 
brated ancient statues of Rome. Those 
who have seen the ancient bronzes in the 
British Museum cannot fail to notice the 
dark greenish caste on their surfaces— 
which is the result, probably, of the action 
of the atmosphere on the metal during a 
long series of years—and itis this peculiar- 
ly beautiful tint that the modern sculptors 
endeavor to imitate, and in which the 
French admitted!y excel. The. original 
model in the studio of Mr. Wade was in- 
spected by the Baroness Macdonald and 
Sir Charles Tupper, and received, we are 
told, their cordial approval. It is a replica 
ofthe statue erected in Montreal, Mr- 
Wade is the sculptor of the bust of Sir 
John A. Macdonald, which was some time 
ago placed in St, Paul’s Cathedral. A 

The pedestal, which is from tbe design 
of Messrs. E. R. Welch & Son, of this city, 
is in admirable keeping with the elegant 
statue which surmounts it. It is twelve 
feet each way at the base, and is fifteen 
and one-half feet in height. Its weight is 
thirty-seven tons, or seyenty-four thousand 
pounds, and it is made of a fine rose-colored 
granite, obtained from the celebrated quar- 
ries of Messrs. Milne, Coutts & Co., St. 
George, N.B. Messrs. Welch and Son’s 
design was successful in competition with 
forty-four others, submitted by the most 
prominent architects of Toronto and Mont- 
real, On the face of the base appears 
“Macdonald” in raised and highly-polished 
letters, and immediately above, upon a 
beautifully polished plinth, are the now 
historic words of the statesman, uttered 
shortly before his death: ‘*A British sub 
ject I was born, a British subject I will die.” 
Ateach corner of the base is a pointed 
pillar of granite, also polished, and on the 
face of that on the left hand is the date— 
1815—of the old chieftain’s birth; on the 
right hand the date—1891—of his death. 
The column which etands upon the base 
is highly polished, and the height from the 
foundation to the feet of the statue is fifteen 
feet five inches, the added height of the 
figure making the total height of the monu- 
ment twenty-six feet five inches. The 
whole is a monumental work of art, of 
which Kingston may well be proud. 


THE HUB HOTEL BURNED. 

At five o'clock Friday morning, 18th inst., 
the Hub Hotel, Dundas street, Napanee, 
with ite contents was destroyed by fire, 
When discovered the firo had epread through 
tho rear portion of the huuso, and the build- 
ing being frame, proved an easy victim for 
the flames, It was not long uvtilevery part 
of the hotel was ecorched, Scme of the in- 
mates found things ancomfortably warm be 
for being able to get out.

toas soon as the yield of milk has ceased, 

Upon no other animal does maternity 
confer so great a boon as on the patient 
and much-abused as3, The wretched ani- 
mal may be a mero machine for giving 
carefully measured rides to children, not 
to mention hilarious adult holiday makers 
who certainly ought to know better; it 
may pass its days in semi-starvation, 
varied only t ifuland undeserved 
hidings administered at frequent inter- 
vals; but the momentit brings a little 
foal 1uto the world these things belong to 
the past, and the milk ass enters upon a 
glorious period of otium cum dignitate, 
since thy life of a ducal baby may dopend 
upon its daily yield. 

Look at tho ‘‘milkers, not workers,’’ 
thon think of the lot of the common or 
beach donkey, and you cannot: fail to 
understand the pons asinorum—to an 
evanescent Elysium. In fact, no pauper 
to whom fickle fortuns’s wheel has 
brought untold wes!th was ever so much 
courted as the erstwhile costers’ moke, Now 
Jet us get tothe practival side of this curi- 
ous and interesting subject. The astute 
middleman in London will purchase milk 
assos in the remotest parts of the king- 
dom; it matters not whether the animals 
hail from the heights of Hampstead, tho 
Welsh Mountains or tho pastures of Kerry. 
All expenses are added to the price of the 
donkeys. The middleman, however, sel- 
dom pays more than 80s. for a milk ass 
and foal the (two invariably go together) 
and he retails the pair for about thrice 
that sum to the proprictor of the London 
dairy. 4 

It isa remarkable fact in connection 
with milch asses on hire, or bought alto- 
gether by woalthy invalids, that servants 
somehow acquire an idea that the milk is 
possessod of certain magical virtues; con- 
sequently, natural repugnance js conquer- 
ed by a supreme éffort, and asses’ milk 
swallowed by the pint below the stnirs, 
Then, of course, the animals are sent back; 
or complaints are received at the London 
depot that the asses are unsatisfactory. 
One lady in London had four asses on 
hire, one after the other, and would pro- 
bably neyer have known why the daily 
yleld was so surprisingly meager, wore it 
not that she behold hor cook using asses’ 
milk at tea, just as though it were ordin- 
ary cows’ milk, only the allowance was far 
more liberal. 

Talking of prejudice against asses’ milk 
reminds us that a lady of title, living at 
Windsor, suffered a sorlous relapso when 
she discovered what ‘‘medicine’’ she had 
been taking. ‘This lady was ordered to 
drink two pints of asses’ milk per diem, 
but the nature of the fluid was carofully 
concealed from her. During her conyal- 
escent period, however, she chanced upon 
somo scrow-stoppered bottles inclosed in 
wooden receptacles, the Jabels on which 
gavo her a diss ible surprise, which 
culminated in a feoling of utter loathing, 
quite disproportionate to the occasion, 

Aases’ mlik is retailed at 6 shillings por 
quart, As one might oxpect, tho trade is 
practically made by fashionable physicians 
and trained nurses, who rocommend the 
milk in consumption cases, and for pul- 
monary complaints generally. Therefore, 
the winter season finds the donkeys’ dairy 
exceedingly busy; and wealthy inyalids, 
who fly to the Riviera to escape the Lon- 
don fogs, actually pay 10 guinoas for o 
milch ass of their own, and take the ani- 
mal with them—foal and all—so that from 
first to last the humbio ass costs as inuch 
as a decent park hack. 

Where two or threo donkoy foals are 
gathered togethor, the spirit of shoor ex- 
uberance is surely rife among thom. They 
jestled cach other without apparent cause; 
they indulged in spasmodic g tions, and 
leaped into the air, giving their woolly 
bodies a playful twist as thoy leaped, and 
very evidently the playful creatures possess 
ed on inoxbaustible amount of energy and 
vitality, Woe even took all the foals out of 
tho pen, save one, the smalles 
mischievous little wretch ce 
certainly was not 2

But if we thought that Tim, deprived 
of the companionship of his fellows, would 
remain quite still for a photograph, we 
were grievously mistaken, Haying none 
of his kind to jostle, the aggravating little 
brute rolled upon hia back with calm de 
liberation, and then swayed backwards 
and forwards with a low, rhythmical 
motion that was intensely oxasporating.

trust havo never before been bestowed on 
tho most long-sufforing of donkeys. 

‘The asses aro milked four timos a day, 
but during this poriod the yleld is seldom 
moro than a quart. Indor favorable 
conditions the animals give milk for about 
oight months, so itis to the consumer's 
adyantago to hire an ass at aguinea a 
week, and get all the milk obtainable, 
This plan Is often adopted, but it is a note- 
worthy fact that the introduction of ao 
milch ass into the personnel of an aristo- 
cratic family is but too often productive 
of deplorable dissension and heart burn- 
ing. 

Wo will suppose that ao certain peer, 
whose country house is inthe North of 
England, hires or purchases outright ao 
milch ass, A roomy horse box and enough 
straw for big stable are provided by the 
careful railway company for the valuable 
animal, upon whose milk a precious lifo 
may depend. This accommodation, how- 
over, has to be paid for pretty dearly in 
the longrun, Thon, of gourse, a man is 
sont with tho ass; and it is this man's 
duty to hand the animal over to the cus- 
tody of th» purchaser's housekeeper or 
some other responsible person 

Now, after all oxponses have been paid 
—and those, you may be sure, are consid- 
erablo—and the ass comfortably installed 
in a spocinl outhouse, the fittings of which 
would cause a belated tramp to weep wit 
onyy, the momentouz question arises: 
Who js going to milk the animal? You 
will ask: Is this a momentous question? 
We rather think it is, We have before us 
a letter from a certain noblo earl, well 
known in society, who ruefully tells us 
that his servants were so horrified at the 
thought of milking a donkey that they 
threatonod to resign in a body if the dread- 
ful request were persisted in, 

The chief groom implored his noble mas- 
ter with tears in his eyes to be mindful of 
his six-and-twenty years’ service and not 
to again ask him to milk a donkey. What 
would his fellow-servants say? Could he 
again look the housemaid in the face? No, 
no, the whole thing was horrible, 

We should liko it to be understood that 
this particular instance is perfectly true. 
¥inally his lordship simplified matters by 
actually milking the ass himself—though, 
being absolutely ignorant of the operation, 
he went in fear of his life for many days. 
The noble earl still has both donkey and 
foal, the latter haying boen the children's 
playmate until it was quite grown up. 

Astonishing as it may seem, a special 
train, costing more than £20, has been 
chartered for the conveyance of one quart of 
asses’ milk, in charge of the chief dairy- 
man, It was ordered by telogram, and 
was required for a dying child in Oxford. 
This brings us to the queer uses of asses’ 
milk. > 

One well-known and fashionable man 
—n member of the late House of Com- 
mons—has one gill every morning,and his 
vatet mixes the milk with patent black- 
ing, in order to impart an exquisite gloss

to his master’s shoos. Again, a lady who 
took a furnished house in Mount street 
pald 2 guineas a week for threo years in 
ordor that a quart of asses’ milk might be 
delivered daily. After this lady had gone 
to New York her discharged maid inform- 
od the proprietors of the dairy that her 
late mistress found asses’ milk '‘matchloess 
for the hands and complexion.” In a 
word, tho lady used tho milk in her bath. 

As a matter of fact, the vagaries of 
wealthy inyalids and others who hire and 
buy milch asses are so extraordinary that 
we coratinly should hesitate to believe 
them were it not that we have before us as 
we write piles of coroneted letters, coming 
from some of the most aristocratic ad- 
dresses in Burope. 

We select a long, rambling, but wholly 
charming letter from the Marchioness of 
——, who, haying boon informed that 
asses’ milk is the nearest possible ap- 
proach to human milk (which is perfectly 
true), would be ‘awfully glad to know” 
whother the luckless donkey sho had 
bought was to be fed like an ordinary 
person.” ‘The ass,’? wrote the noble 
marchioness, plaintively, ‘has steadfastly 
refused cooked meat and sweots, yet will 
oat with avidity a raw carrot.’’ Weshould 
think so! Werenad farther on that tho 
plobolan animal descended yot lower and 
partook freely of ‘nico sweot hay’’—for all 
the world like an ordinary donkey. Some 
how, the whole species seems to be mis- 
understood; the milch ass is pampered and 

urfeited, while the common donkey is 
slowly murdered. No wonder that, if left 
to himself tor a moment, the unfortunate 
animal seems to settle naturally into o 
position of utter dejection,

PERSIAN PASSION PLAY. 


A Primitive Affair, but the Effect og the 
Audicuce is Immense. 

The two months of mourning observed 
by the Persians commenced this year on 
June 24. During these months thera is 
performed at private houses a kind of Pas- 
sion Play, which usually lasts ten days, 
each davoted to some episode in the lives 
of the martyrs All Hassan and Hussein, 

The stage is erected in the courtyard of 
a large private house, and consists of a 
circular central platform some 8 or 9 feet 
high, with a wide passage, along which, 
before or between tho acts of the play, go 
the varions processions of camels richl+ 

ressed (with actors and musicians on 
them), horses and riders, and military 
bands, Thanks to some French and Ger- 
man bandmasters, tho Persians now have 
military bands which play European tunes 
remarkably well; but their suovess has 
well-nigh killed tho native music, which, 
with its pipes, drums,and stringed instru- 
ments is very interesting. 

We have had a curious experience both 
in Egpyt and here, of the fact that our 
music has no associations for Orientals. 
In Cairo wo have seen pilgrims returning 
from Mecca to the tunes of ‘Bonnie Dun- 
dee"? and ‘When Johnnie Comes March- 
ing Home;’’ while here it is hard to keep 
one’s countenance when, after a scene of 
lamentation and mourning, ths band 
marches round playing ‘I Am So Awfal- 
ly Clever.’’ . 

Another droll sonzation one has at the 
simplicity of tho stago managoment, 
Papa saw a play in which agigantio snake 
was sorewetl together like a fishing rod bo- 
fore the spectators, and this year a certain 
prince, who lives next door to us, asked for 
the loan of my small brothor's bedstead, 
to represent a bridal carriage, to the groat 
indignation of that young gentleman, who, 
inthe midst of atragic scone in tho 
theater, shouted out, ‘Addie, yook at my 
bed!’ A top hat is sufficlont indication 
that an actor represents a Kuropean, and 
in order to become a European lady an 
actor has only to wear» Kuropean lady's 
hat, back to front perchance. 

Scenery, of course, there is none, and as 
the women are not allowed to play, their 
parts aro taken by boys or young mon.

TO AID ENGLAND IN INDIA. 


Northwestern Railway Is a Great 
and Commercial Enterprise, 

The Northwestern railway of India may 
be said with justice to be the largest and 
most important work of its class in the 
world at present, Starting from the coast 
at Kurrachee, the line follows the course 
of the Indus on its northern bank as far as 
Shikarpoor, a distance of about 350 miles, 
Thirty years ago this was practically the 
line of the northern frontier of the Indian 
empire of Lritain, 

The old frontier was protected as fer as 
Shikarpoor by a lofty mountain range 
which was practically impassable, and 


Iitary 


shut out Beloochistan from the valley o 
the Indus, This range, however, at tha 
point trends away to the north, where 1 
joins another range, known as the Suliman 
Mountains, At this point, which is fully 
& hundred miles from Shikarpoor, the 
range is pierced by the great Bolan Pass, 
which affords an available entrance to 
India from Afghanistan. By annexing 
Beloochistan and the disputed district of 
Southern Afghanistan, Britain took pos- 
session of this entrance to her Indian 
empire. 

The next point was to render the posses- 
sion effective, and this has been accomplish- 
ed by running & line almost due north os 
far as Sibi, the capital of Northern Be- 
loochistan, a distance of abouteighty miles, 


| Beyond this the country rises to the moun- 


tainous range which formerly divided 
Afghanistan from Northern 
which is pierced by the Bolan Pass, and 
gives access to Pishin Valley on the Afghun 
side of the Kojak range. The country 
here is so difficult for raj\lway construction, 
and so much exposed to floods, landslips, 
and even snow blocks that for the purpose 
of effective military defense it was con- 
sidered necessary to provide two routes by 
which the extreme frontier could be reach-

NEW MEASUREMENT ADOPTED. 
A new departure has been made by the 
Inland Revenue department regarding mea. 
sures for liquids. Hitherto only oylindrical 
moasures have been sanctioned for use, It 
is now proposed to permit the use of conical — 
meaeures. This necessitates the adoption 
of a different standard of measuroment, — 
Hereafter the standard will be that of weight — 
inatead of bulk. One gallon will bo equal to

GREENLAND METEORITES. 


of the Largest 


purp 
This, undoubtedly, is the greatest mo 
toorlte that has beon found—nt least in 
modern times. The nanciont legends of 
some such bodies falling upon that part of 
the earth now known as Turkey and 
Greece, are, at bost, mythical and vague; 
they are not borne out by any discovery of 
such ponderous bodies. This one in Greon- 
land is the jumbo of all meteorites, It has 
been the belief of some geologists that 
there is a vast meteorite in Greenland; 
one, tho enthusiastic Prof, Denton, who 
lost his life in exploring the great tropical 
islands of Now Guinea, going even to the 
fancifully absurd oxtreme of believing 
that all North Greenland was covered by 
& meteoric mass, whose thundering im- 
pact knocked the globo back and produced 
the obliquity of the ecliptic; an absurdly 
inadequate causo for so stupendous an 
effort. But the nctual bringing back of 
Greenland meteorites weighing half a ton, 
and three tons, is a new revelation of the 
state of things in that great island of the 
far North. Wehave no such enormous 
meteorites In any college or Government 
collection in this country—nor, we think, 
are any such to bs found in any country, 
outside of Greonland. 

These fallen meteoric masses come from 
“other worlds than ours.’’ Whatever rela- 
tion or kinship they may bear to the little 
“shooting-stars’’ of the August and No- 
vember night, very little is actually known 
about their origin. But astronomers, after 
much disputation, have scomingly settled 
down toan agreement on ast least one 


point, There is one, and porhaps more 
than one, great meteor stream, haying an 

orbit around the sun, somewhat (perhaps 

very much) inclined to that of the earth— 

possibly as eccentric as the Asterolds—and 

that this orbit forms a-ring, or belt, of 

innumerable fragments of matter, mostly 

small, but possibly containing larger 
bodies; the vast mass boing unequally dis- 

tributed along the entire orbit—an orbit, 

itis needless to add, outside of the earth’s. 

It seems to be agreed also that the motion 
of this meteor ring around the sun is re- 
trograde; that the earth’s orbit, at the 
point our planet reaches about the 18th of 
November, intersects this meteor ring. 

The period of this ring is believed to be 
about thirty three years. The November 
star shower is apt to be seen to some ex- 
tent on two successive nights, and after 
that is little seen for an interval of about 
thirty-three years; indicating that, al- 
though the earth may pass through tho 
metcor-orbit every year, the meteors are 
so grouped at intervals along thering,and 
their periodic time differs so much from 
that of the earth, that it requires nearly 
thirty-three years for this accumulating 
difference to amount to acomplete reyolu- 
tion of the ring, brinigng back the group 
that supplies, owing to the oarth’s attrao- 
tion, such a star shower as that grand onw 
of 1888, or the lesser one of 1886. It is also 
found that there is a close relation of the 
meteor ring to some, at least, of the comets. 
The orbits of some comets seem to coincide 
with that of the ring; and the actual dis- 
appesrance of at least one of our short- 
perlod comots, that broke up and joined 
that ring, isa suggestive factas to the 
possible formation of at loast a part of the 
bodies in that groat meteor ring.

Prolongihg tlie Early |Apple Season, 

There are at least three things to be ob- 
served in trying to prolong the ordinary 
season of apples, if we would be success- 
ful. First, careful handling in picking; 
second, picking at the proper time, and 
third, storing in a cool place. J. J. 
Thomas says that ‘‘Mankind consists of 
two grand divisions, the careless and the 
careful, Each individual may be assign- 
ed his place under these two great heads 
by observing how he picks or gathers 
fruit.’’ Much of the difficulty in keeping 
apples arises from careless handling of 
the fruit while it is being picked.. ‘This 
is especially true of early fall apples as 
they aro genorally picked before the tem- 
perature of the air is sufficiently lowered 
to arrest decay, which begins immediate- 
ly when tho apple is bruised. 

My observation leads me to believe 
that farmors do not exercise tho same 
caution in handling fall apples that they 
do in the case of winter varieties. Many 
seom to have an idea that they will not 
keep long anyway, and so thoy are 
thrown into the wagon and hustlod off to 
town as s00n as possible. I havo secon 
tho Famouse or Snow brought into 
markot this fall in such o damaged con- 
dition that it was impossible to keep them 
but a fow days, when they should keep 
until the holidays, eyen{n our warm 
climate. On the other hand I havo scen 
the Golden Sweot, a summor variety, on 
exhibition {n November. ‘These wore 
kept in an ordinary collar, but they had 
not been bruised by caroless handling. 
The best keeping apples we have will ro- 
main in good condition but a short timo 
after thoy have been bruised. Thon the 
degree of maturity at the timo of picking 
Will bave much to do with keeping qual- 
ities. Anapplo should be mature but not 
ripo when it is picked, if it is to keop for 
any considerable timo. The procoss of 
riponing {s only the first stage of docay, 
and if this is allowed to continue bofore 
picking until the applo is ripo, that is 
until {t becomes mellow, this ‘proaking 
down Process has proceeded 4o far that it 
is:very dificult to arrost. As soon, thero- 
fore, as the stom will soparate readily 
form its union with the branch, the apple 
is sufficiently mature to keop woll. 

In this caso of early apples, however. 
thero 1s another cloment which ontors 
into the problom, viz. : flavor. Fall applos 
pickod yery early do not, aso rulo pos: 
sess that richness of flayor which is 
doveloped during the last days of ripon- 
ing, 80 that for homo use, where tho bost 
1s none too good, this becomes a vory im- 
portant clement, and ono that can be 
proseryed only by keeping tho fruit in 
& cool place whore tho temporaturo docs 
not reuch much aboye fifty degroes. This 
brings up tho question of cold storage 
for the farmer and frult grower which 
may be continued in a future article

MRS. STOWE AT SEVENTY-NINE. 


Harrrorp, October 19.—Still in fair 
health, physically, considering her ripe old 
age, Harriet Beecher Stowe is in a pitiable 
state of mental weakness. The extent to 
which insanity has taken poseeasion of her 
mind is concealed from the public as far as 
possible by her relatives and friends, The 
people who live near her home are daily 
witnesses to hersad condicion as she walks 
about the quiet streets in charge of an at- 
tendant. 


She ueually goes upon the street Without 
hat or cap, but with her white hair neatly 
combed, Even towords nightfall, when it 
is quite cool, she goes Without any head 
covering with no seeming injury. But the 
vacant or half-wild and sometimes hilarious 
look that occasionally comes over her face 
tells but too plainly of the disordered mind. 
Friends of the family always nod and smile 
most kindly, and she returns their saluta- 
tions with a smile that often breaks into a 
laugh. 

Yet she isin some respects quite rational 
in her greetings. As your correspondent 
one day last week met her on the street and 
saluted her with defcronce, she extended her 
hand and gaid, with the {pleasant cordiality 
of one accustomed to meet strangers and 
receive grutulations : ‘‘Your name ?” ‘ 

But hero her self possession lett her, and 
while she shook hands she laughed, 

Her walke are confined to pacing up and 
down the shady, quiet street in front of 
her house and strolling ovt over the beauti- 
sul estate of Charles Dudley Warner, which 
nearly adjoins her home. She likes to be 
under the great elms, and to wander round 
the little pond and to traverse the brow of 
the bluff towards Mark Twain's house, and 
look down upon the sluggish stream of Park 
River, 

These haunts are within two or threo 
minutes wall of her home, But so frepuent 
and protracted are her daily meanderings 
that some of her neighbor believes she often 
walke miles a day. 

As she goes on she gathers bouquets of 
golden rod and other wild flowere, which 
she takes home and gives to her daughters, 
One flower she has a peculiar fondness for— 
it is the little white lily of the valley, She 
will often walk for some time loosing intent- 
ly for it and diadaining to piok anything elso, 
and when she eces it she willcry out: ‘Oh, 
there’s my flower !” in childlike glee. While 
she ison these walke her attendant never 
leaves her for an instant, and the two 
always go arm-in arm, 

The house in which Mrs, Stowe lives is a 
two-story brick of somewhat antiquated 
pattern painted gray. lt stands well back 
from the street, facing cast, On the 
southern side is a verandah completely 
covered with vines, In front of the house 
isa amoothly trimmed lawn sloping down 
to the sidewalk, Two large hydrangea 
bushes and a profusion of luxuriant 
geraniums and other flowering plants give 
ap air of beauty to the place 

There is alittle porch before the front 
door. As the latter is opened it reveals a 
glimpse of a wide hall with curving 
etaira and spacious rooms opening on either 
side, The north rootn is used asa recoption 
room, Itia full of curios and portraita of 
tho Beechor family and other celebrition, 
A conspicuous portrait isa crayon of Henry 
Ward Beeobor. In thie house Mis, Stowe 
has lived for thirty yaara, 


gent lady, who is in constant attendance 
upon her. ‘‘In many ways her mind is quite 
clear. For when we ask her why it is that 
so many people bow to her and like to 
see her, she says ; 

* ‘Becauso 1 wrote ‘Uacla Tom's Cabin,’ 

“Then when we ask her why the people 
like ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ she eaya it ia be- 
cause the book did so much good. Once 
she exclaimed : 

“My book created a great furore.” 

In many respects her malady takes the 
form of the ordinary second childhood of 
extrema age. Her memory of girlhood 
days ia excellent, It is te those things that 
she most frequently reverts, She likes to 
talk abous her parents and her brothers and 
sieters, In going through the psrlor she will 
often etop before the portrait of her famous 
brother and say, ‘‘Oh, Henry Ward, you 
always were a rogue,” and laugh delightedly 
at come childhood memory flits through her 
mind, 

But she also comprehends what ho at- 
tained as a man, for she willsay: 

“Henry was a great preacher.” It is 
evident that she always thought o great 
deal of him. 

With Mra. Stowe live her two maiden 
daughters, Harriet and Eliza, now some- 
what past middle life. Their sole aimis to 
provide their mother with all the comtorts 
and sources of happiness that she can have. 
They ehield her from allintrusions of the 
public, Though visitors come from all parts 
of the world to see Mrs. Stowe, none are 
allowed toenter her presence, Formerly 
when visitora were presented to her, she 
would frequently get up and leave the room, 
abruptly, to the great ombarrasemont ot all, 
Now the curious, or those who are kindly 
interested in her have to content themselves 
with looking at the exterior of tho house 
and taking a peep into the hall. 

Her physician is her nephew, Dr. Edward 
B. Hooker, who lives half a mile distant on 
Farmiogton avenue, He considers that she 
is better physically than for some time past, 
and believes that she may live several years 
yet. He explains that her case is like that 
ofmany old persons. After lapsing into 
childishness their physical condition im- 
proves for atime, because they are relieved 
of all mental strain. 

Thia mental malady was the result of an 
acute fever ten years ago, She was attack-

If it monsuros 160, it will make 1.5 
pounds of butter, and soon, ‘Tho Bab- 
cock milk test is also used to test croam, 
but, owing to the small sample which is 
used for this test, it has boon found much 
moro difficult to get a correct samplo 
from all kinds of cream—some sour and 
thick—than from milk, so that in the 
gathored-croam factories the oil-test churn 
is genorally preferred. 

“Reports from hundreds of creamory 
mon all over the country show that the 
amount of butter, when all the work has 
beon carefully done agrees very closely 
with tho test from the oil-test churn.’’ 


Cows to Go Faster than a Walk, 

I-noticed the following sentence in a 
paper: ‘It is against the dignity of the 
cow and tho profit of her owner for her 
to go faster than a walk.” Will you 
please explain it, I have often seen cows 
commence to run and kick up their heols 
when turned out. ‘They scem to enjoy 
it, Why isn’t it good for their health? 

Reader. 

It is sald that the exception proves the 
rule. Cows in milk and regularly in 
the open air seldom kick their heels very 
high ond very long atatime. A heavy 
milker is a very sodate character; quite 
placid and yery contented. The late Mr. 
Mason, ono of the well-known presidents 
of the Vermont Dairymen’s Association, 
a gentleman that approached the 300- 
pound standard, said that he sent his 
laziest man for the cows and when he 
was not lazy enough he went himself. 
The moral is all right if itis not too 
literally construed. The writer was for 
years tho almost daily witness of horse- 
back dairying, and milking with the 
black snake whip, a quick way of doing 
it, for little was left in the way of strip- 
pings. Tho boys that droye the village 
cows Wore skilled horse riders and could 
get moro snap and sting out of a black 
snake whip than the average New Eng- 
land boy out of the best of white oak 
oxgoads. heir cows were taught the art 
of hustling. 

This represents one extreme, and those 
who adyocate continuous stalling stand 
away at the othor extreme. ‘‘Reader’’ is 
right in allowing cows tho chanco to 
kick up their heels when they feol like 
it. The fellow who hurries his cows is 
not the man who 6onsults their feelings 
and urges them when it trritates or 
excites them whon nature asks for quiet- 
ness. Cows frolic when they feel like 
filling their lungs and stretching their 
muscles, and when there is a surplus of 
physical energy to work off. Left to 
themselves, they will exercise at nature’s 
cominands and no more, unless compel- 
led to do so for food. 

One of the best proofs that we know of 
that excercise is good for animals and 
that outdoor air fayors them is found in 
the 45th registration report of Massachus- 
etts. Tho age at death of industrialists 
of several occupations has been kept after 
passing the age of twenty-one years. Tho 
average ago ot death of 18,042 active 
mechanics abroad was 64.52 years; of 29, - 
601 active, mechanics in shops the death 
age was 48.54 years; the death ago of 29,- 
557 inactive mochanics in shops was 45.54 
years. Nature abhors pens or stagnant 
air and hates inactivity. Nature punishes 
lazinoss, which she detests, and gets rid 
of offendors us early as she can decently 
and in order, Active mechanics abroad 
are presumably those who get a greater 
daily air bath than those at home. Ow 
school physiologies give us tho plain phy- 
siological reason for the ill effects of in- 
activity and impuro air, and soma day a 
fow spociflco facts may be arranged for 
these columns morely as rominders of 
those truths familiar when marshalled 
before us, but overlooked in tho hurry of 
stirring life. 


Protecting Trees From Sun Scald, 

More fruit and shade trees are believed 
to be killed by sun scald than from all 
other injurios. Cornstalks furnish a 
simple means of shade and also protect 
from rabbits. Split cach cornstalk in two 
and place the flat sido against the trunk, 
using two or threo loosely woven ties 
when tho trunk is surrounded. Prof. 
Samuel LB. Green belleyes that the trees 
ure scaldod in early spring as well as in 
the summer and fall, so the protection 
should remain on tho troes through the 
year, He rocommonds inclining fruit 
trees to the southwest when planted. 
The trunks may be shaded by boards, 
woyon laths, closo wiro screon, burlap or 
thick paper, and the crotches covered 
with hay rope. A bunch of corn fodder 
may be tied around the treo, 


Horticultural Noten, 

Strawberrilos gro so casily grown, se 
wholesome and so delicious, that it ts a 
wonder that moro of them are not found 
about farm houses. Whilo thoro ought 
to bo o plat of thom in overy farm 
gardon, it is eafo to say that thoro is not 
one in ton farmers who grow os many as 
thoy could uso in their own familios, 

All stono fruits requiro Mberal supplies 
of potash. Peachos requiro more, because 
the stono Is larger, and also because the 
treos aro Almost always planted on sandy 
soil, which is deflciont {no potash. It 
the attempt of tho tree to porfect its fruit 


with an inadequate supply of potash that 
woakeons its vitality and predisposos the 
tree to attacks of tho yollows. ‘This dis- 
eas 1s One of bactorial gorms; but thoy 
work most frooly on troos whose vitality 
hoa hoon weakened. It was onco belloved 
that liboral doses of potash would curo 
troos affected by the yollowa This ia 
now contradicted by tho best authorities, 
but no one doubts the offectivencss of 
potash in kooping th 6 y ab 
ntl 5 
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HAWS AS ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

Our native hawthorns, or, red haws, as 
they are commonly called in many places 
in the wost, have not, a8 4 rulo, beon ox 
tonsively planted for ornamontal pur 
poses. Is is truo that the gonus is ap- 
preciatod moro in somo places than in 
others. SeVeral specios aro vory common 


in tho wostorn states, Karly in May tho 
bottoms aro fairly white with tho flowers 
of the common red haw (Cratoogus mol- 
lis), a much branched tree 20 or 80 feot 
high. It produces large, slonder, -petioled 
leaves. Tho young shoots aro pubescent. 
The large, white flowors are one inch 
across. Tho fruit is bright scarlet, with 
a light bloom,ripening in Septemter, It 
is ono of the handsomest of the North 
American gpocies, especially desirablo bo- 
cause of its attractive flowers and the 
abundant shade tho tree affords. It is 
one of the best of the native species for 
its fruit. Large quantities of tho sweet, 
ediblo fruit are collected overy year, 
chiefly for making apple butter, It is 
quite ® variablo species us regards the 
sizo of its fruit, varying from three- 
quarters to an inch and & quarter broad. 
Threo trees of this species were set out 
on the collego grounds nearly 25 years 
ago. ‘hoy aro admired by all who see

The flat-topped haw (Cratoegus 
punctata) is another very desirable 
species. It grows from 15 to 20 feet high, 
produces horizontal Aranches, and its 
leaves are much smaller than in the com- 
mon red haw. It bears numerous whito 
flowers, which como out 14 days later 
than the other species. Its spreading 
branches make the trees very desirable as 
an ornamental plant. The round fruit is 
dull red or yellow, sprinkled with num- 
erous small dots. The fruit 1s more per- 
sistent than that of the common red haw, 
and is searcoly edible. The most widely 
cultivated of all our species is the Cock- 
spur thorn (Cratoogus crus-gall!). It pro- 
duces horizontal branches and slender 
thorns, sometimes four inches long, shin- 
ing, thick, dark green leayes, and flowers 
later than tho above species. Tho globu- 
Jnr fruit is dull red and one-third of an 
inch broad. Birds do not devour the 
fruit as thoy do that of tho other species, 
and it remains with its color till spring. 
It has beon used as a hedgo plant. I 
believe our common red haw has great 
possibilities, if horticulturists would turn 
thoir attention to its improvement. 
Where‘thero is plenty of room in a lawn 
none of our nativo trees are more desir 
able than the species given here.

Making Sheep Pay. 

A wool-grower of great experience 
writes to Farm News that if the Ameri- 
can farmer thinks he can compete with 
English brothers in making mutton 
sheep without taking great pains, he is 
laboring under a mistake that must be 
corrected before he succeeds. ‘There are 
a great many farmers who keep their 
sheep well, and the returns from them 
show the effect of this, but there are en- 
tirely too many of them who uso their 
sheep as grubbers and sayers of waste, 
and these will nover get very far up to- 
ward the front as shepherds until they 
reform and learn that the best of care is 
none too good in sheep husbandry as well 
as in other lines of stock raising. It is 
often asserted that sheep will live with 
less care than any other kind of live 
stock, and perhaps this is true, but mere 
living is not the “ay to get money out 
of them. ‘The poorest way in the world 
to try to got money is to try to save it 
out of sheep. They need plenty to eat 
and drink, as much as any other kind of 
stock, and because sheep will not die of 
thirst if not/proyided with a plentiful 


supply of water, it does not follow that 
the owner does nut lose money by depriy- 
ing thum of good water. Sheep that are 
kept for breeding purposes should at all 
times be kept in good condition, and be 
fed those sorts of food that will keep 
them well nourished. If this is not done 
the penalty will be a gradual deterlora- 


tion in each generation, and in the end 
the flock will run out, or, really starve 
oyt. It has been proved that Amercian 
mutton can be made as good as that of 
any other country, and if it is not so it is 
wholiy and only caused by the negligence 
of American shepherds. There is a bottor 
prospect of prosperity for the shepherd 
than for breeders of almost any other 
stock. 


A Movable Yard. 

A convenient portable yard for fowls is 
shown in tho illustration, from a sketch 
by E. C. Williams, Kings Co., N.Y. It 
is six feot long, threo feet wide and two 
feet high. It is made of strips which 
aro thirteen feet long. Five of these 
strips will bo needed to make a frame of 
this size. 

First, make the frames for the top and 


nides. Two of the framos should be made 
six by two feet, two, three by two feet, 
and ono six by three feet, They should 
all be covered with ooarsely woyon wire 
fencing. Tho illustration shows tho frame 
put together without tho wire. These 
framos are to bo fastened togothor by the 
mortised joint shown at ao, and pinned 
with wooden pins ormails,. A door may 
be put in on one sido to sult the one who 
is making the yard. This yard is oasily 
moved about on the grass or ground.

Tho shipping of egg and poultry to 
market is a matter in which mistakes 
aro made, Eggs aro collected and put in 
 baskot whoro thoy aro of all colors and 
sizos, instead of bolng assorted and put in 
neat boxes or small baskets, with the 
ownor's tags attachod, thus enabling him 
to make o reputation and secure higher 
prices, while 60 or moro hons are crowdod 
in one coop, shipped on a warm day, #0 
closo togothor that thoy cannot got at the 
water cups, and many of them die from 
oxposure to the direct rays of tho sun, 
and also fram thirst, the farmer again 
making tho mistake of economising in 
one direction and losing twice os much 
in another,

The better element in the crowd drew 
off at this time, and said they were not in 
favour of doing anything but hanging the 
negro. The protests were not noticed. 
Being urged on by the fiercest in the 
crowd, the man with the knife cut off the 
negro’s right ear and held up the bleeding 
trophy in full view of the crowd. The 
negro screamed, but his other ear was cut 
off a few moment’s later. Tine mob be 
came wild at the sight of this work, and 
those who were mutilating the 
found ample encouragement. They next 
cut off all his fingers, and then, tearing 
away part of his clothing, mutilated: him 
in a horrible and unmenjionable manner, 

The mob was not even then willing to 
{end the negro’s agony. They made him 
stand up so all-the crowd could see him. 
Finally, fully 35 minutes after the torture 
of the negro began, the rope was put 
around his neck. The rope was a very 
long one. The free end was taken by a 
man, who climbed a telegraph pole fully 
75 feet away, and threw it over the cross- 
arm, The crowd jerked the negro to the 
foot of the pole, and while the mob shout- 
ed the bleeding and mutilated form of the 
negro was swung to the cross-arm, The 
{negro was lowered to the ground, and his 
head was cut from his body with pocket 

knives. The noose was then put over the 
feet, and the headless body was again 
awungup. Itis intended to send the head 
to the family of the little girl the negro 
attempted to assault last Saturday in 
Mississippi. A placard was put on the 
negro’s body bearing these words :— 
“‘ Death to the man who cuts him down 
before 6,30 this evening.’’ The mob dis- 
persed after doing its work. 

Jeff-Eilia, on the afternoon of Oc! 
5th, criminally assaulted Miss Bettie Pra- 
ter in the presence of the latter’s two 
little sisters. He escaped from a mob 
which had gathered to lynch him that 
night, but wags.captured on Monday near 
Mount Pleasant, Miss. He confessed to 
the assault upon Miss Prater, and to the 
outrage and murder of a Mra, Wilcox, of 
the same neighborhood, two yeara ago, and 
to an attempted assault upon a littte girl 
in Mississippi while he waa trying to escape 
from the mob.

BATTLE OF STONEY CREEK. 


Authentically By the Eighth 


As Recorded 
= King’s Regiment, 


Extracts from the regimental records of 


the Eighth King’s Regiment, of Halifax, 
for 1812-13 contain a good account of the 
night attack at Stoney Creck, 

The five companies of the regiment, 
under Major Ogilvie, which had retired 
from Fort George, had taken post on 
Burlington Heights, at the head of Lake 
Ontario, where about 1,600 men were 
assembled under Brigadier-General Vin- 
cent. Three thousand five hundred Ameri« 
cans, with a field train and 250 dragoons 
advanced against the British detachment, 
and drove the picquets from Stoney Creek. 
The light companies of the Eighth and 
Forty-ninth Regiments, commanded by 


Lieut,-Col. Harvey, moved forward on the 
5th of June to reconnoitre, and, having 
ascended the position of the enemy’s camp, 
the five companies of the eighth, under 
Major Ogilvie, and the Forty-ninth Regi- 


ment, mustering together only 704 bayonets, | 


advanced at eleven at night against the 
enemy's postat Stoney Creek, where nearly 
four thousand opponents were assembled, 
After traversing seven miles of difficult 
road with great secrecy, the enemy’s camp 
was surprised, Tho British dashed among 
their opponents with undaunted bravery, 
routed the very superior number of the 
Amecicans with great slaughter, and made 
Brigadier-Generals Chandler and Winder, 
firet and second in command, with upwards 
of one hundred officers and men, prisoners; 
also captured three guns, one brass howitzer 
and three tumbrila. 

Brigadier-General Vincent observedin his 
roportof the brilliant enterprise; ‘*Major 
Ogilvie led on in the moet gallant manner 
the five companion of the King's regiment ; 
and, whilst ouchalfofthathighly disciplined 
and distinguished corpa supported the 49th, 
the other part moved to the right and 
attacked the enemy’s left flank, which 
decided our midnight contest.” 

The Americans, though driven from the 
samp, hovered in crowds in the neighbours 
ing woods, and, being four times more 
numerous than the Britisn, the latter 
withdrew. The Americans, being rein- 
forced, took poat at Forty Mile Creok. ‘ 

The loss of che Kighth at the surprise of 
the American camp at Stoney Creek was : 

1 seven 
rank and file, killed ; Major Ogilvie, Cap- 
tains Munday and Goldrick, Liouts.

Figure 4 shows the effect of a tubo con- 
taining 10 grammes of cognac, The sub- 
ject is as evidently intoxicated as she 
would be if she had drank ten times that 
quantity of that liquor. Figure 5 shows 
how a tube of ordinary pepper affected her 


when held to the red side of her face, She 
is smiling.

large steamers, with a carrying capacity of 
from thirty to one huodred thousand bushels 
are moored, some unloading coal, and others 
loading whest. Our own steamer the 
“Athabasca” after discharging six hundred 
tons of general merchandise will load 35,000 
bushels of wheat and several hundred barre} 
of flour for Owen Sound, 

An overhead bridge, abovt five hundred 
feet in length, from the wharf to the station, 
enables passengers to cross the net work of 
railway sidings io eafety and in crossing we 
pause und look down on the bury scene be- 
neath us, busdreds of cars fill the different 
tracks ond are being pushed here and there 
by four ur five yard engines, some over the 
hoppers to be unlouded while others are 
placed alongside the warehonse to rective 
the goods landed from cur steamer, the 
greater number, however, after being 
unloaded are made up into trains and re- 
turned empty to the whentdield. Chancing 
to meet the Chief train déspatchor at this 
point, we learncd while in conversation wi-h 
him that he ie at present receiving a train 
load of wheat hourly ana when the “rush” 
begins he expects to handle a train every 
half hour wnril navigation closes and the 
elevators are filled for the winter, 

Much more could be written about this 
interesting and historical place, but I have 
already made my letter longer than I in- 
tended, so will hasten on to the prairies, 

From Fort Willlam to Winnipeg the 
distance is about 440 miles and sidings have 
been put in by the Railway Co, every ten or 
fifteen miles to permit trains to pass when 
meeting. At most of them we met trains 
and at some of them two would be waiting 
for the expreas to puss. 

Leaving Winnipeg we expected after ace- 
ing eo much wheat in transit, to find moat of 
the threshing done, but were surprised to 
see the almost innumerable stacks uutouch- 
ed, From the car window eighty and one 
hundred could be counted as the train was 
passing, and so it coptinued until darkness 
shut out the view. Meeting a grain dealer 
on the train, 1 asked him what the estimated 
yield was and his reply was 30,000,000 
bushels of wheat besides other grains. 
When to this is edded 45,000 head of beef 
cattle, the horses, wool and dairy products 
for export, we, as Canadians cannot but feel 
that the settle:nent of our Western country 
has been 6 euccess, 

While visiting mong our friends io 
Ontario we sometimes wished that the old 
province was home and when the time 
arrived for taking leave, and saying farewell 
to parents and relatives, we felt we would 
like to remain with them, but since our re- 
tura to the west, we feel that this is home 
and that our lot has been cast in a province 
eoon to equal, if not surpass many of the 
older provinces of our Fair Dominion,

ment elsewhere. With us the family

is spent in the home, and since we are 
all influenced by our surroundings, it 
follows that the character of that home 
will largely affect the disposition and 

refinement of those who dwell there. 

‘ Our present subject has to do with 
only one of these home influences. Al- 
though not the first in importance, it is 
; yet of considerable value, and to illus- 

A* trate it we will refer to a striking result 
which the influence of art in some 
houses has produced. It cannot be 
questioned that as a rule men and 

& women who are the children of wealthy 
‘ Parents possess a greater polish of 
manner than those more rudely born, 

We do not refer to refinement of mind— 

that is only possessed by those who are 

influenced by noble thoughts and aspi- 

F rations—but the cultivation of manners, 
the grace of action, the ease and quie- 

tude of utterance, which are considered 

socially to belotix to ladies and gentle- 

men, are largely due to the early in- 

fluence of art upon their education, We 

do not deny that it is often inherited, 

“a but it was acquired in the first in- 

: tance. In these days, when large 
fortunes are often rapidly made, we 
; constantly meet with examples of this 
nature, The father—perhaps lowly 
i born—by energy, industry and talent 

: becomes the possessor of a large income: 

his pride leads him to occupy a fine 
house, beautifully furnished, and his 
children grow up amid surroundings 
which he did not himself enjoy. In 
one generation we see a marked im- 
5 provement in cultivated manners; the 
education of the school has been aided 

by the unconscious effect of art in the 

home, and the son is socially more of a 

gentleman than his father. his is 

Sometimes to be observed still more 

7 prominently in the members of a single 
family; the elder children born before 

the acquisition of wealth suffer in cul- 

‘ ture in comparison with the younger 
ones, because they have not shared the 
same advantages. Earnest advocates 
, of the extension of education sometimes 
contend that the mental training of the 
schoolroom will produce culture as well 

as intellectual strength, but the evi- 

dence of experience is against them. 

Not only education, but the daily inter- 

course with cultivated companions, and 

the atmosphere of art surroundings, are 

necessary to the composition of a man 

or woman ofculture. This has become

‘There is usually in every 
house one fayorite room, and it is pre- 
ferred, not always on account of any 
special advantages of construction, 
such as loftiness or comfort, or even of 
position, as offering an opportunity for 
observing street life or pleasing scenery, 
but because it has been frequently used. 
The master of the house considers the 
whole of it his home, but he retires to 
his study, or some other special *‘dig- 
gings’’—as our American cousins would 
say —when he wishes to enjoy to the 
fullest extent the luxury of perfect 
freedom from constraint; and probably 
he rubs his hands with delight as he 
enters the well-known place. It is not 
difficult to comprehend the reason for

A 
short experience would be sufficient 
to measure to some extent this result. 
When the eye had become accustomed 
to the alterations so as to feel at home, 
a change back to the former condition 
would produce a revulsion of feeling, 
because, in the meantime, the eye 
would haye become educated to appre- 
ciate more fully the excellence of 
beauty. 

But the fact that there is a favorite 
room, and that without any obvious 
superiority of furniture or construction 
it is often so much preferred to any 
other, suggests the question whether 
there has not been a want of some 


correct principle in furnishing the 
house. In other parts less drecpencly 
used there is something strange, and 


little or nothing to connect them with 
the favorite place, consequently there 
is not so much home feeling. et this 
ought not to be the case; every room 
or portion of the house should have 
familiar associations, and in the fullest 
sense give the sensationofhome, ‘This 
strangeness of some parts of our dwell- 
ings is largely increased by the fashion 
of furnishing to impress our acquaint- 
ances, instead of to conduce to our own 
comfort, It is not unusual to findin 
many houses of the middle and upper 
classes of society that some rooms are 
kept apart for the reception of visitors 
alone, the strangeness of their appear- 
ance resulting from their infrequent 
use, placing us,so far as ease and 
homelike feeling are concerned, in very 
much the same position as our guests. 
And among the ‘‘ upper ten” the state- 
rooms never lose their ceremonious 
atmosphere, even with their possessors. 
This is the most to be regretted since 
the most beautiful artistic possessions 
are most generally placed in these 
isolated portions o! the building, and 
thus the influence of art upon the mind, 
which their presence among us in our 
daily life would confer, is lost. 
Probably this desire for ostentatious 
display, by encouraging a layish ex- 
penditure on reception rooms to the 
neglect of the other parts of the house, 
has led to the adoption of the present 
principle of furnishing, which results 
in transforming a home into a collec- 
tion of rooms having no relation in 
furniture or decoration to each other. 
The house should be an entirety, and 
every part connected together by some 
harmony of design, so that the associa- 
tion of home may be experienced 
throughout. We do not argue that 
every room should be precisely alike— 
that would only result in monotony, 
and would be as injurious to artistic 
effect as if all were as equally dis- 
similar; variety being as essential ag 
Bercicny: Besides, separate rooms are 
required for different purposes, and 
should be adapted for their special 
objects; but there should be some re- 
lationship between them all, and not 
the same difference in general appear- 
ancein passing from one room to the 
other as there is in passing from one 
of them to a room in a different house, 
and this might be obtained with little 
if any additional cost by adopting a 
correct art principle in its arrangement.

It 
could not last. Good taste, like good 
sense, will always prevail. Asa sort 
of protest against the sunflower sensa- 
tionalism, the dainty period of creamy- 
white timidity came into vogue. Many 
decorators knew that oddities of form 
and color could not be used alike in 
marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, 
but they did not have the independence 
to risk an open defiance of the prevalent

OME people who

gallery have an 
idea that the same 
rules of arrange- 
ment should pre- 
vailathome, [t 
is wil wrong.

pictures to make a room interesting by 
their exhibition, by (lI means haye a 
plain wall. It only adds confusion to 
have an elaborate wall overhung with 
alot of pictures ; overdressing is always 
vulgar. Again, never gather your pic- 
tures together into a room and Start 
out to make a design of their arrange- 
ment, hanging a big picture in the 
centre and grouping a lot of the other 
ones around it in pyramids and clusters. 
You will find that the best effect is ever 
obtained by an apparently unstudied 
arrangement,

0-DAY’S taste in wall paper is thor- 

oughly cosmopolitan. Some two 
years or more ago a decided change 
was noticeable from dark to light treat- 
ments, and in this respect there is no 
noticeable variation. The style of 
wall paper that is most used is influ- ee 
enced entirely by the Surroundings, 
people of good judgment being unwilling 
to change their interior architecture, 
furniture, draping, etc.. to suit the 
ephemeral fancies of ‘‘new papers.”
